Dayton, Ohio, Wednesday, September 6, 1882, 

The thirty-first session of the Cincinnati Annual Conference of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church was opened by Bishop Thomas Bowman, 
D. D., in the Grace Church of this city this morning at 9 o’clock. 

Wm. Herr, D. D., by request of the Bishop, conducted the devotional 
services, announcing the 248th hymn, commencing, 

“ All hail the power of Jesus’ name.” 

After the singing of this hymn. Brother Herr led in the reading of 
the sixty-third chapter of Isaiah and the ninth chapter of Hebrews, the 
Conference reading in concert the alternate verses of these lessons. Con- 
ference then sang the 807th hymn. 

The presiding elders were then invited to the altar, to whom, after the 
consecration of the elements, the Bishop administered the sacrament of 
the Lord’s-supper. 

Following the sacrament Bishop Bowman addressed the Conference in 
remarks appropriate to the opening of the session, and called the Confer- 
ence to order for business. 

The Secretary of the last session called the roll of the Conference, and 
one hundred and twenty members answered to their names. For attend- 
ance see the Conference roll, published herewith. 

D. J. Starr was re-elected Secretary, and authorized to nominate his 
assistants. 

F. G. Mitchell, A. M. Griffith, S. 0. Boyal, D. C. Ridgway, G. M. 
Hammell, and H. C. Weakley were nominated and elected Assistant Sec- 
retaries. S. 0. Royal, D. C. Ridgway, and G. M. Hammell were desig- 
nated to take charge of statistics, and H. C. Weakley to have charge of 
railroad return passes. 

On motion of T. H. Pearne, the rules of order of the last session were 
read, and on motion of A. Lowrey, they were amended by the addition 
of Rule 18, as follows : 

When it is proposed to raise a sum of money from the preachers by 
subscription, except for Conference expenses, it shall not be in order to 
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call the roll in open Conference until so ordered by a three-fourths vote 
of the Conference then present and voting. 

The rules, thus amended, were adopted. 

On motion, it was ordered that one layman from each district should 
be placed upon the Board of Stewards and also upon the Committees 
on Education and Finance. 

The presiding elders were instructed to make the nominations, the dis- 
tricts were called, and laymen were designated as their names appear on 
the list of committees. 

On motion of A. Lowrey, a Committee on Mormon Polygamy was 
ordered as a standing committee of the Conference, and the Committee 
of last year was reappointed.

On motion of J. M. Walden, the following action was taken: 

Whereas, The General Conference has made its published Minutes the 
oflSeial Journal of its proceedings, and has recommended, for good rea- 
sons, that the annual conferences do the same, and furnish the printed 
Minutes bound for each quadrennium to the General Conference for ex- 
amination ; therefore. 

Resolved, That the Cincinnati Conference instruct its Secretary to 
carefully edit and publish in our Annual Minutes correct and full reports 
of ail its doings, and that the said published Minutes, signed by the pre- 
siding Bishop and attested by the Secretary, be made the official record 
of the proceedings of the Conference. 

On motion, the Conference decided to meet at half-past eight o’clock, 
A. 31., and adjourn at 12 M., and to spend the first half hour of each 
morning session in devotional exercises. 

The bar of the Conference was fixed to be on the line including six 
rows of pews from the front. 

On motion of G. Moody, it was agreed that the Temperance anniver- 
sary be held on Thursday evening, and that the Committee on Public 
Worship should provide speakers for the occasion. 

The Missionary anniversary was fixed for Saturday evening. 

A. Lowrey presented his reports as Conference Visitor to the School of 
Theology of Boston University and Drew Theological Seminary, and 
also a circular from Dr. D. P. Kidder, and these papers were referred to 
the Committee on Education. 

The time of the session was extended.

A. B. Leonard moved that the Church Extension anniversary be held 
Friday evening. Carried. 

T. H. Pearne moved to refer the time of holding the anniversary of 
the Preachers’ Relief Society to the Managers of the society. Carried. 

J. F. Loyd was appointed to receive funds for the Woman’s Foreign 
Missionary Society. 

R. E. Smith was appointed to receive funds for the Woman’s Home 
Missionary Society. 

Rev. W. X. Ninde, D. D., President of Garrett Biblical Institute, and 
Rev. D. F. Pond, of the New York Conference, were introduced by 
Bishop Bowman. 

The Secretary read an invitation to Conference to attend the concerts 
of the Central Ohio Sangerbezirk at the rink. The thanks of the Con- 
ference were returned for the invitation. 

On motion of D. J. Starr, an afternoon session was ordered, to open at 

o’clock, for the purpose of collecting benevolent funds and statistical 
reports from the charges. 

The Bishop appointed J. M. Walden to preside and Win. Young to 
conduct the opening services at the afternoon session. 

After the giving of notices. Conference adjourned with the benediction 
by R. S. Rust. 

Afternoon Session. 

Wednesday Afternoon, September 6, 1882. 

Pursuant to adjournment Conference convened at half after two 
o’clock, in special session, for the collection of benevolent and statistical 
reports from the charges. 

By appointment of Bishop Bowman, J. M. Walden presided and Wm. 
Young conducted the devotional services. The hymn beginning, 

“ Forever here my rest shall be,” 

was sung, after which Brother Young led the Conference in prayer. 

The minute of the morning session relating to the call of this session 
was read.

A motion was made and adopted that the report of the Conference 
Treasurer of the Woman’s Home Missionary Society of money raised 
during the past year should be published in the Conference Minutes. 

The call of all the charges was then made and the pastors of one hun- 
dred and thirty charges being present, reported their benevolent funds 
and statistics, leaving fifteen charges unreported. 

The business of the session having been finished, on motion the Con- 
ference adjourned with the Doxology and the bendiction by G. Moody. 



Sbgond Day. 

Thursday Morning, September 7, 18S2. 

Conference opened this morning at 8^ o’clock. Bishop Bowman in 
the chair. 

J. F. Conrey, by appointment of the Bishop, conducted the devo- 
tional services, announcing the 770th hymn ; after the singing of which 
K. K. Deem led the Conference in prayer. 

The prayer-meeting continued half an hour, during which several 
hymns were sung, and F. M. Clemans, J. F. Conrey, E. Burdsall, and 
J. F. Loyd led in prayer. 

At 9 o’clock Bishop Bowman called the Conference to order for busi- 
ness. The Journal of yesterday’s morning session was read and ap- 
proved. The Journal of the second session was read and approved. 

The names of members absent yesterday were called, and sixteen 
answered to their names. 

W. Herr made a statement to the Conference of the expenses incurred 
at the funeral of the late John Barton, a superannuate member of the 
Conference, and the Stewards were instructed to make an appropriation 
of 340.75 to cover the unpaid balance of such expenses. Wm. Herr 
also referred to the matter of providing a stone for the grave of Brother 
Barton. Conference directed that a suitable stone should be provided, 
and appointed W. Herr and the pastors of Grace and Raper Churches a 
Committee to secure the erection of such a monument. 

Conference expressed its appreciation of the fidelity, kindness, and 
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benevolence of Brother Herr in his services to Brother Barton by a vote 
of thanks to Brother Herr. 

Reports of Conference Visitors to the Ohio Wesleyan University, and 
papers relating to Xenia College, were presented, and referred to the 
Committee on Education. 

On motion of L. F. Van Cleve, it was ordered that all papers relating to 
our educational institutions be referred to the Committee »*n Education, 

On motion of 0. Moody, it was resolved that the memorial service 
should be held next Monday morning at 10 o’clock in open Conference. 

On motion of D. J. Starr, Conference directed that brief reports of 
such matters as may be of general interest in reports of the presiding 
elders be printed in the Conference Minutes. 

The Twentieth Question, “ Was the Character of each Preacher exam- 
ined f' was taken up. 

Dayton District was called, and T. H. Pearne, presiding elder, re- 
ported the state of the Church within the bounds of his charge, and his 
character passed. 

A motion was adopted instructing pastors to report in open Confer- 
ence, as their names are called, all the money collected in their charges 
for benevolent purposes, including the collections for education on Chil- 
dren’s-day. 

The Conference decided by vote that the money paid for support of 
bishops is not to be included in the Benevolent Collections. 

The names of the preachers of Dayton District were called, and the 
characters of W. L. Hypes, L, Clark, M. M. Kugler, D. C. Ridga- 
way, M. Kauffman, D. D. Cheney, H. M. Keck, C. H. Kalbfus, R. E. 
Smith, Frank Leever, F. M. Clemans, J. P. Shultz, J. M. Shultz, W. H. 
Black, D. W. Clark, James Stephenson, J. F. Marlay, G. M. Edgat*, and 
J. A. White were passed, they reporting their collections. The charac- 
ter of W. Herr was passed. 

When the name of J. Y. Leming was called, his presiding elder an- 
nounced that there was nothing against Brother Leraing’s moral charac- 
ter; but, in view of certain facts, he moved that a committee be or- 
dered to consider the case of Brother Leming. The motion prevailed^ 
and the Bishop was requested to appoint such a committee. 

When the name of J. C. Ambrose was called, his elder reported that 
Brother Ambrose had left his work and gone into business, and moved 
that J. C. Ambrose be located by vote of the Conference. 

J. C. Ambrose reported that he had collected, in the Conference year 
preceding the last, four dollars for missions, eight dollars for the support 
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of bishops, and two dollars for Conference claimants. Brother x\mbrose ! 
addressed the Conference ; after which he requested a location, and a j 
substitute was adopted granting his request. ! 

L. F. Young and A. D. Raleigh not being present, their cases were passed. ! 

The Secretary read an invitation from the General Secretary of the j 
Dayton Young Men’s Christian Association, inviting members of the 
Conference to all the privileges of its rooms and library. Conference, 
by vote, accepted the invitation, with thanks for the courtesy. 

The Springfield District was called, and the presiding elder, S. A. 
Brewster, reported the state of the Church within his charge, and his 
character was passed. 

The names of C. W. Ketchara, T. J. Harris, and W. N. Brodbeck 
were called, and their characters were passed, they having reported their 
collections. 

When the name of D. L. Hayward was called, his presiding elder re- 
ported that there was nothing against the moral character of Brother 
Hayward ; but, in view of certain well-known occurrences, he moved 
that a committee of seven be appointed in this case. The motion pre- 
vailed, and the Bishop was requested to appoint the Committee. 

The time of the session was extended. 

I. W. Joyce and J. Pearson, Conference Visitors to the Garrett Bib- 
lical Institute, submitted their report; after the reading of which Dr. 
Ninde, President of that school, addressed the Conference on the inter- 
ests and work of the Institute. 

The following-named brethren were introduced to the Conference by 
Bishop Bowman : Rev. Prentiss de Veuve, D. D., pastor of the First 
Presbyterian Church ; Rev. S. A. Mower, pastor of the First United j 
Brethren Church; and Rev. G. M. Matthews, pastor of the High Street I 
United Brethren Church, Dayton ; Amos Shinkle, of Covington, Ken- j 
tucky ; Rev. William Smith, of the Kansas Conference ; Rev. Bidwell j 
Lane, of Union Church, Covington, Ky.; Rev. W. P. McLaughlin, of the ! 
Ohio Conference ; Rev. C. M. Gifien, of Baltimore City, Md. ; Rev. C. ! 
L. Wingett, of the Ohio Central Christian Conference. 

Davis W. Clark was nominated by the Secretary, and elected an Assist- 
ant Secretary. 

On motion, the Committee on Statistics were instructed to secure the ' 
post-office address of all Sunday-school superintendents within the i 
bounds of the Conference. i 

On motion of J. M. Walden, the report of the Visitors to Garrett * 
Biblical Institute was ordered to be published in the Conference Minutes. ' 
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A Conference session was ordered for Friday afternoon, to commence 
at 3 o’clock, at which the anniversary of the Preachers’ Relief Society 
will he held. 

The Committees authorized were announced by the Bishop as follows : 
In the case of J. Y. Leming, M. Dustin, Chairman, J. F. Loyd, C. AV. 
Ketcham, S. Bennett, and T. Collett; and in the case of D. L. Hayward, 
A. Lowrey, Chairman, J. W. Cassett, W. Young, J. T. Bail, T. S. Cowden, 
J. F. McColm, and M. Kauffman. 

W. H. Black was granted a supernumerary relation at his own request. 

M. Dustin was appointed by the Bishop to conduct the opening devo- 
tional services to-morrow morning. 

After the giving of notices Conference adjourned, with the benediction 
by Dr. W. X. Ninde. 



Thii^d Day. 

Friday Morning, September 8^ 1882. 

Conference convened at o’clock this morning, M. Dustin, by ap- 
pointment of the Bishop, conducting the Conference prayer-meeting. 

After having read the 46th Psalm, Brother Dustin announced the 7 th 
hymn, after the singing of which by the Conference he led in prayer. 
The devotional services were continued half an hour, several hymns 
being sung, and Brothers D. Whitmer, E. P. James, and M. C. Harris 
led in prayer. 

At 9 o’clock the Bishop called the Conference to order for business. 

The Journal of yesterday’s session was read, and, after verbal 
changes, it was approved. 

Rev. J. M. Trimble, D. D., Rev. E. S. Gillette, D. D., Rev. David 
Winters, D. D., Rev. AY. H. DeMotte, President of Xenia College, Rev. 
P. J. Albright, Rev. M. C. Harris, of Japan Mission, and Rev. J. H. 
Riddick were introduced. 

Bishop Bowman announced that the Conference was authorized to 
draw upon the Book Concern for $267, and the draft was ordered signed 
and passed to the Stewards of Conference ; also, that the Conference was 
authorized to draw upon the Chartered Fund for §30, and the draft was 
ordered, signed, and passed to the Stewards. 

A paper was presented by the Bishop giving the sum of §1,612 as the 
amount to be raised by the Cincinnati Conference for the Episcopal 
Fund. The amount was referred to the presiding elders for distribution.

F. Leever was granted leave of absence, and D. C. Vance was granted 
leave of absence until Monday. 

The Exhibit of the Book Concerns was presented, and it was referred 
to the Committee on Book Concern and Periodicals. 

The Conference Stewards read their preliminary report. 

Rev. William Taylor, being present, -was introduced by Bishop Bow- 
man, and, by request, he addressed the Conference on the subject of the 
mission work in which he is engaged. 

G. Moody introduced, and the Conference adopted, the following : 

Resolved^ That, having been visited and addressed by the distinguished 
missionary of world-wide fame, the Rev. William Taylor, we hereby re- 
cord our high appreciation of his Christian character and work, and that 
we rejoice in the wonderful effects of his Pauline enterprise, by which he 
has extended his labors to preach the Gospel in the “ region beyond,” and, 
not to boast in another man’s line of things, made ready to our hand, “ that 
he thatglorieth let him glory in the Lord.” We assure Brother Taylor 
of our hearty sympathy and best wishes for his continued success. 

The Secretary read a communication from Rev, W. J. Shuey express- 
ing his regards, and inviting the members of the Conference to visit the 
publishing-house of the United Brethren Church. The invitation was 
accepted, with thanks. 

On motion of W. Runyan, the name of J. F. Hull, a supernumerary 
member of the Conference, was ordered to be placed on the list of Con- 
ference claimants, and the Stewards were instructed to make an appro- 
priation for his benefit. 

On motion of A. B. Leonard, the name of W. N. Williams was or- 
dered to be placed on the list of claimants, and the Stewards were in- 
structed to make an appropriation for his benefit. 

C. W. Ketcham called attention to the importance of publishing in 
the Conference Minutes the detailed report of the contributions to the 
missionary cause. 

On motion of L. F. Van Cleve, Conference resolved against the publi- 
cation of such report for the present session, but ordered the publication 
of such report next year, according to the requirement of the 276th 
paragraph of the Discipline. 

On motion of J. M. Walden, the Committee on Missions was in- 
structed to report how the detailed reports of missionary contributions 
in the Sunday-schools shall be printed. 

C. W. Ketcham moved that the Stewards be instructed to report to 
Conference the amount necessary to meet the demands for Conference 
claimants for next year, and that the presiding elders be instructed to 
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divide this amount among the districts, and that the district stewards’ 
meeting be requested to apportion the district assessment to the several 
charges, the presiding elder’s salary being made the basis of distribution. 
After discussion, the motion was laid upon the table. 

The Twentieth Question was resumed, and the names of J. H. Davis, 
W. Q. Shannon, R. K. Deem, S.*W. Carey, Gr. Moody, G. H. Kennedy» 
J. W. Cassatt, H. Miller, J. R. Hunter, E. C. Smith, A. M. Grifl6th, C. 
F. Gowdy, W. T. Fee, D. Whitmer, J. Pearson, J. Murray, W. H. Suth- 
erland, E. McHugh, and L. D. McCabe were called, and their characters 
were passed, all having pastoral charges reporting their benevolent 
collections. 

The West Cincinnati District was called, and W. Runyan, presiding 
elder, represented the state of the Church within his charge, and his 
character was passed. Brother Runyan made an appreciative acknowl- 
edgment of several beautiful gifts from the preachers of his district, with 
which he had been surprised. 

The name of I, W. Joyce was called, he reported his collections, and 
his character was passed. 

The Bishop introduced the following named brethren: Rev. W. Dil- 
lon, Rev. D. Berger, D. D., Rev. W. J. Shuey and Rev. J. D. Holtzinger, 
of the United Brethren Church ; Rev. C. W. Garouette, of the Christian 
Church, and Rev. A. N. Carson, pastor of Park Presbyterian Church, 
Dayton; Rev. William K. Brown, D. D., President of the Cincinnati 
Wesleyan College. 

The Fifth Question, “ Who are admitted into full connection f ” was 
taken up. 

Francis M. Kirgan, Leonidas 0. Deputy, Edward E. Holmes, and 
Charles H. Haines were called forward and appropriately addressed by 
the Bishop in reference to the work of the ministry, and their personal 
experience and purposes in reference thereto. The Bishop’s remarks 
widened into a most excellent address of great interest and profit to the 
whole congregation. 

The time of the session was extended. 

The Disciplinary questions were then asked by the Bishop and an- 
swered by the candidates. 

The hour of adjournment having passed, the Bishop appointed C. W. 
Ketcham to preside at the afternoon session, and J. Verity to open the 
services. 

After giving of notices, the doxology was sung and the benediction was 
pronounced by A. Lowrey. 
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Afternoon Session. 

F RiDAY Afternoon, September 8, 1882. 

Conference met, pursuant to previous action, this afternoon at 3 
o’clock in special session. 

C. W. Ketcham, by appointment of Bishop Bowman, occupied the 
chair, and J. Verity conducted the devotional services. 

The minute of yesterday relating to the present session was read, 
after which Dr. Ketcham announced the readiness of Conference for the 
exercises of the Preachers’ Relief Society, and R. S. Rust, President of 
that society, took charge of the busine.ss of the society. 

The Secretary, T. Lee, read the names of the officers who have been 
elected for the ensuing Conference year. They are as follows :

William Herr read a brief report of his work as Financial Agent 
during the past year. Brother Herr, on the motion of S. D. Clayton, 
was given a vote of thanks for his efficient services. 

The Treasurer, William Young, made his report of the financial con- 
dition of the society. 

Interesting and appropriate addresses were then made by Dr. J. M. 
Trimble, J. M. Walden, Chaplain C. C. McCabe, and William Taylor. 

A collection was taken under the charge of Chaplain McCabe, amount- 
ing to sixty-one dollars and sixty-one cents. 

On motion, the Conference adjourned, after the giving' of notices, with 
singing the doxology and the benediction by William Young.

Roui^th Day. 

Saturday Morning September g, 1882. 

Conference met this morning at half-past eight o’clock, Bishop 
Bowman in the chair. 

By appointment of the Bishop, J. F. McColm led the prayer-meeting. 
The hymn commencing, 

“All hail the power of Jesus’ name,” 

was sung, after which prayer was offered by J. Yance. The first hymn 
was then sung, and prayers were offered by G. T. Weaver, J, G. Black, 
and S. Weeks. 

The Minutes of yesterday morning’s session were read, corrected, and 
approved. The Minutes of the second session were approved. 

The Stewards presented their final report, which was referred back 
with instructions to reconsider the case of J. F. Hull. 

The Fifth Question was resumed. The name of F. 31. Kirgan was 
called, and his presiding elder and examiners reported in his case, and 
he was admitted into full connection. Brother Kirgan was ordained a 
deacon three years since. 

The name of L. 0. Deputy was called, and his examiners and presid- 
ing elder reported in his case, and a motion offered by L. F. Van Cleve 
was adopted admitting L. 0. Deputy, a deacon, into full connection, and 
requiring that he be examined upon Pope’s Theology next year. 

The name of Edward E. Holmes was called. His examiners and 
presiding elder reported in his case, and he was admitted into full con- 
nection and elected to elders’ orders. 

The name of Charles F. Haine, a deacon, was called. His examiners 
and presiding elder reported in his case, and he was admitted into full 
connection. 

F. N. Cordova, an elder in the Mexico mission, on the presentation 
of proper recommendations from C. 3Y. Drees, superintendent of that 
mission, was admitted into full connection. 

The Secretary read to the Conference the following dispatch from the 
North Ohio Conference :

The North Ohio Conference of the 3Iethodist Episcopal Church sends 
fraternal greetings to the Cincinnati Conference, with the prayer that your 
deliberations may conduce to the peace, unity, and enlargement of the 
Church of Christ. Phil, iv, 21. J. W. 3Iendenhall, 

Secretary of North Ohio Conference. 
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On motion of J. M. Walden, the Bishop and Secretary wore instructed 
to send in return the greetings of the Cincinnati Conference to that body. 
The following message was sent in response : 

The Cincinnati Conference reciprocates the fraternal regards of the 
North Ohio Conference, and greets your body with Psalm cxxvi, 5, 6.

The Fourteenth Question, “ What Traveling Deacons have been Elected 
Elders'^'’ was taken up. 

The names of J. S. Bitler, Wm. E. Kugler, John R. Shannon, David 
A. McColm, Charles L. Conger, Samuel B. Ricketts, and Valorous F. 
Brown were called, and after reporting their collections and being repre- 
sented by their presiding elders and examiners, they were elected to 
elders’ orders, except D. A. McColm, already an elder. 

J. R. Shannon requested a supernumerary relation, owing to impaired 
health, and his request was granted. 

Chaplain Earnshaw presented to the Conference the invitation of 
Governor Patrick to the members of the Conference and their wives and 
guests to visit the Soldiers’ Home, at any time that it may suit the con- 
venience of Conference to visit that institution. The invitation was ac- 
cepted, with thanks to Governor Patrick and Chaplain Earnshaw. T. H. 
Pearne, W. L. Hypes, and L. Clark.were appointed a committee to make 
the necessary arrangements. 

On motion of R. K. Deem, the action of previous sessions was re- 
affirmed, that we will elect local preachers to orders in those cases only 
in which the work requires their ordination. 

Wm. Young asked leave of absence for the Conference Trustees that 
they might attend to their duties, and make it certain that the election 
of Trustees for another year be not neglected. 

The Tenth Question, “ What Local Preachers have been Elected Dea- 
cons T' was taken up. 

A. B. Leonard presented the certificate of Ennis W. Hetzler from the 
Quarterly Conference of St. Paul’s Church, Delaware, Ohio. 

S. A. Brewster presented the certificate of Creighton .Wones from the 
Quarterly Conference of Grace Church, Delaware, Ohio. 

L. F. Van Cleve presented the certificate of Martin Redkey from the 
Quarterly Conference of Leesburg. 

Brothers Wones and Hetzler were called forward and introduced to 
the Conference by Bishop Bowman, after which they were represented 
by their examiners and presiding elders, and elected to deacons’ order. 
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As Brother Bedkey had not been before the examiners, his certificate of 
recommendation was withdrawn by his presiding elder. 

The following named brethren were introduced to the Conference by 
Bishop Bowman : Bev. Bernard Kelley, of the South-west Kansas Con- 
ference : Bev, I. B. Henderson, of the Central Ohio Conference ; Bev. J. 
F. Zeigler, of the West Wisconsin Conference; Bev, J. B, Tope, of the 
Alabama Conference ; and Bev. W. A. Hale, pastor of the Beformed 
Church, Dayton. 

The Sixteenth Question, “ What Local Deacons have been elected 
Elders was taken up, but no recommendations were presented. 

The Committee in the case of D. L. Hayward presented their report, 
which was read by A. Lowrey, Chairman. A motion was made and sec- 
onded that the report be adopted. A. Lowrey moved an amendment 
that the last two recommendations be stricken out. The amendment was 
laid upon the table, and the report was adopted as follows, passing the 
character of Brother Hayward : 

The passage of Bev. D. L. Hayward’s character was arrested on the 
ground of a report that he had been guilty of certain religious extrava- 
gances, in connection with a protracted meeting held in his charge in 
North Lewisburg, in February last. 

The Committee listened patiently, first to a full statement of the facts 
in the case from his presiding eldei\ S. A. Brewster, and from Gl, H. 
Kennedy, a pastor on a contiguous charge, both of whom were called by 
certain members of North Lewisburg to come to their aid, as the affair 
had reached a perilous crisis. Afterwards we heard a full and transpar- 
ent statement of all the causes and incidents connected with the painful 
event from Brother Hayward himself. There was but little discrepancy 
between his account and those of Brothers Brewster and Kennedy. 

Your Committee find that Brother Hayward was the culpable victim 
and chief actor in a most dangerous fanaticism, utterly inconsistent with 
ministerial character and conduct. He was not the beginner of the 
strange proceeding, but the passive instrument in the hands of certain 
visionary persons, whom he indulged when he ought to have controlled 
and directed them. This indulgence and complicity on the part of 
Brother Hayward continued until he himself became infected with the 
chimerical contagion. From that time he was the central figure and 
most blameworthy agent in the whole transaction. 

It is the opinion of the Committee that this hallucination was cher- 
ished until Brother Hayward’s mind was unsettled, and he, with others, 
became the subject of religious delirium and diabolical influence. This 
morbid excitement and feverish craze produced an utter derangement and 
violent abuse of all the mental and physical functions, resulting in the sup- 
posed seeing phantoms, hearing voices, and subjecting the body to vio- 
lent wrenchings and contortions and prostrations, and finally culminated 
in extorting from the deluded subjects apparently involuntary utterances, 
which they received and gave out as messages and prophecies from God.

The terrible insanity proceeded, we think, to the verge of cruel violence, 
and had it not been sternly checked, as it was by Brothers Brewster and 
Kennedy, it probably would have resulted, as such frenzies have often 
done, in taking life. 

Such a thought did at one time flit darkly through the diseased mind 
of Brother Hayward, not as a purpose, but as a possibility, in obedience 
to the spirit that controlled him. We are happy to report that no taint 
of scandalous immorality was developed in any stage of the wild pro- 
ceedings. 

Nor did the evil result from the teaching of any form of fanciful 
sanctification. The meeting was not run on the line of holiness at all, 
but distinctly for the conversion of North Lewisburg. The fanaticism 
did not take the shape of sublimated personal sanctity, but resolved 
itself into an expectancy of the personal and visible coming of Christ. 

As to the sources of the trouble, we trace this to several causes : 

First. To the unrestrained and perhaps encouraged flighty and whim- 
sical religious testimonies and marvelous recitals of visions and conver- 
sations with God, on the part of certain mistaken and dreamy persons in 
that town. 

Second. To the impaired health of Brother Hayward at the time. 

Third. To the overtaxing of his physical energies in the building of 
a new church. 

Fourth. To the straining of his mind in a protracted meeting, so 
conducted as to create a series of surprises by secret covenants and mys- 
teries, resulting in an unnatural expectation that something miraculous, 
something uncommonly awful or glorious, was about to occur. 

Fifth, and chiefly — To the abandonment of the Word of God as his 
only medium of verbal communication with man, and the entertainment 
of the conceit that God was talking to them directly and giving them 
messages for others, which they were bound to deliver. 

Here comes in the serious culpability of Brother Hayward, for which 
we can make no excuse, and from which he can not escape, except on the 
ground that his mind had become unbalanced. He substituted conceits 
for God’s revealed will. 

We are happy to report that the delusion upon Brother Hayward’s 
mind was of short continuance, only about three days in its intensity. 
It was soon dispelled ; so far as we can now discover entirely broken. 

Since Brother Hayward recovered himself he has served his charge, at 
the request of all the official members except one, faithfully and with 
general acceptability, preaching, it is said, quite as well as before this 
calamity came upon him. He is deeply grieved in view of what has hap- 
pened. 

We recommend : 

First. That his character pass. 

Second. That a year’s rest be given to Brother Hayward, if it can be 
done without seeming to inflict damage upon him that would injure his 
future usefulness. 

Third. That if work be given him it should be, if practicable, as sec- 
ond man on a circuit. 

While we give this advice as a Committee, yet some of us wish to add 
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that we have no serious apprehension that a recurrence of 'Brother Hay- 
ward’s trouble will ever again afflict him.

The Conference Stewards read their final report, which was adopted. 

Dr. Brown was invited to address the Conference on the affairs and 
interests of the Cincinnati Wesleyan College, and he presented a very 
encouraging and gratifying exhibit of its financial condition. J. iNI. 
Walden followed in remarks of a similar character. 

The officers of the Conference Temperance Society having been elected, 
they were reported for publication as follows :

The Committee in the case of J. Y. Leming submitted their report, 
which was read by C. W. Ketcham. The report was adopted as follows : 

The Committee in the case of Rev. J. Y. Leming beg leave to report 
that after full inquiry and consultation with Brother Leming we find that 
he is not in full accord with the belief and practice of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church in some particulars, and that he has received annoint- 
ing at the hands of Mr. Barnes, the evangelist, thereby impairing his 
usefulness as a Methodist preacher. 

We therefore recommend the adoption of the following; 

1. Resolved, That we, as a Conference, disapprove of Brother Leming’s 
course as unwise and detrimental to the peace and harmony of the Church, 
and calculated to foster culpable irregularities, thereby indorsing the 
erroneous teachings of a man not responsible to any Church organization. 

2. That his presiding elder be instructed to admonish him that if he 
persists in teaching and encouraging such views and practices he will be 
called to account.

On motion of T. H. Pearne, the character of J. Y. Leming was passed, 
he reporting his collections. 

By request, a collection was taken for the relief of Mrs. Dyche, the 
widow of the late Rev. David Dyche, amounting to §45.00. 

Mrs. Dyche’s name was ordered to be placed upon the list of Confer- 
ence claimants for next year. 

By order of Conference, the money collected was passed to Brother J. 
Stephenson, to be conveyed to Mrs. Dyche with the regards of the Con- 
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ference and the information that her name has been placed on the list of 
Conference claimants. 

On motion of the Secretary, the Conference Stewards were instructed 
next year to report for publication the names and post-office address of 
all claimants on the Conference funds. 

A. Bowers moved that the amount of 83,600, apportioned to be raised 
next year by the Cincinnati Conference for the Freedmen’s Aid Society, 
be referred to the presiding elders for distribution to the districts. 

Leave of absence was granted to John Wilson and M. P. Zink for the 
remainder of the Conference after this session. 

The Eighteenth Question, “ Who are the Supernumerary Preachers^' was 
taken up. 

The name of James F. Chalfant was called, and his character passed. 
Brother Chalfant having stated to the Conference that he is now in 
health and readiness to take work, his relation was changed from super- 
numerary to effective. 

A. Lowrey’s character was passed. Brother Lowrey addressed the 
Conference, and on motion his quarterly conference connection was fixed 
to be with High Street Church, Springfield, Ohio. 

Bishop Bowman appointed Silas Bennett to conduct the opening serv- 
ices Monday morning, and after the giving of notices Conference ad- 
journed with the benediction by B. Kelley, of the Southwest Kansas 
Conference. 

FiPniH Day. 

Monday Morning, September //, 1882. 

Conference met this morning. Bishop Bowman in the chair, at 8^ 
o’clock, and was opened with a prayer-meeting of half an hour’s con- 
tinuance. 

S. Bennett, by appointment of the Bishop, conducted this service, 
during which several hymns were sung, and Brothers Henry Stokes, 
Homer C. Middleton, J. P. Porter, and A. Lowrey led in prayer. 

Bishop Bowman called the Conference to order for business at 9 
o’clock, and the Minutes of Saturday’s session were read and approved. 

The Secretary presented papers from the Indian Treaty-keeping and 
Protective Association, and, on motion, the papers were referred to the 
Committee on Education. 

A paper on the subject of Church debts was presented, and referred 
to the Committee on Finance. 
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The Committee to Publish the Conference Minutes asked the appoint- 
ment of an auditing committee to examine their accounts of the past 
year, and S. Bennett, J. F. Chalfant, and W. N. Brodbeck were ap- 
pointed such a Committee. 

J. F. Marlay, A. U. Beall, and M. Dustin were appointed a Commit- 
tee on Conference Resolutions. 

Leave of absence was granted to W. H. Black, M. Kauffman, G. W. 
Dubois, and G. L. Travis for the remainder of the Conference session. 

L. F. Van Cleve moved that the Conference re-elect its Board of Con- 
ference Trustees, and they were elected as follows : W. Young, W. Herr, 
J. T. Bail, W. H. Sutherland, W. L. Hypes, John W. Dale, and H. E. 
Parrott; with the following officers: President, W. Young; Secretary, 
W. Herr ; Treasurer, J. T. Bail. 

The Committee reported that arrangements had been made for the ex- 
cursion of Conference to the Soldiers’ Home, to go on the train which 
will leave the depot at half-past one o’clock this afternoon. 

The arrangement was approved and accepted by vote of the Con- 
ference. 

The change of relation of members of Conference was taken up. 

S. A. Brewster announced that Dr. Moody desired a change to the 
superannuated relation, and moved that the request be granted. Brother 
Moody was invited to address the Conference, and he did so in remarks 
very appropriate to the close of his long and eventful ministry. Brother 
Moody’s touching and eloquent remarks found a ready and tender re- 
sponse in the hearts of his brethren. 

At Brother Moody’s request he was given a superannuated relation, 
and, after appreciative remarks by several brethren, a committee, con- 
sisting of J. F. Marlay, W. L. Hypes, J. M. Walden, R. S. Rust, D. J. 
Starr, and W. Herr, was appointed to prepare a suitable minute of Con- 
ference. 

J. M. Walden moved that, in view of Brother Moody’s active identi- 
fication with Methodism, he be requested to prepare his autobiography 
for publication, and the motion was adopted. 

On motion of S. A. Brewster, A. M. Griffith’s request for a superan- 
nuated relation, owing to impaired health, was granted. 

On motion of S. B. Smith, the request of S. N. Marsh for a supernu- 
merary relation was granted. Brother Marsh’s health having become 
impaired. 

Owing to inability of health to perform the duties of the ministry, 
John W. Sutherland, a minister in good standing, desired to withdraw 
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from the ministry, and, through his presiding elder, returned to Confer- 
ence his ordination parchments. On motion, the request of Brother 
Sutherland was granted, and his parchments were deposited with the 
Conference. 

The names of J. H. Middleton and J. N. Irvin were taken from the 
list of supernumerary preachers, and they were granted an effective 
relation. 

A. Lowrey, J. M. Walden, J. F. Conrey, J. F. Loyd, F. Hypes, and 

S. Bennett were granted leave of absence from Conference after the 
close of this morning’s session. 

R. S. Rust moved that Conference request the Bishop to appoint W. 
Herr Financial Agent of the Preachers’ Relief Society, and the motion 
was adopted. 

Bishop Bowman presented the following certificates of ordination :

This certifies that I have this day ordained Edward E. Holmes a 
deacon, and also Ennis W. Hetzler and Creighton Wones deacons in the 
local ranks.

Dayton, September 10, 1882. 

This certifies that, aided by several elders, I have this day ordained 
John R. Shannon, James S. Bitler, William E. Kugler, Charles L. 
Conger, Samuel B. Ricketts, and Valorous F. Brown, elders in the 
Church of God. Thos. Bowman. 

A motion was adopted that, after completing the call of the West Cin- 
cinnati District and Dr. Kidder’s address, the order of the day shall be 
taken up. 

The Twentieth Question was resumed. 

The names of Henry Tuckley, S. 0. Royal, F. G. Mitchell, J. E. H. 
Sentman, J. S. Pumphrey, G. T. Weaver, C. W. Rishell, A.'N. Spahr, 
H. Witham, E. D. Keyes, T. S. Cowden, H. C. Weakley, A. Bowers, 

T. E. Fidler, B. F. Dimmick, W. H. Smith, J. A. Easton, J. W. Mason, 
T. Collett, R. S. Rust, C. H. Payne, R. H. Rust, and J. M. Walden 
were called. Those in charge reported their collections, and their char- 
acters were passed. 

The collections of Seven-Mile charge were reported by the presiding 
elder. 

Chaplain Earnshaw addressed the Conference in relation to the after- 
noon excursion, naming the price of round-trip tickets at fifteen cents, 
and announcing that brethren must be at the depot at a quarter before 
two o’clock. 
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J. M. Walden addressed the Conference in reference to the publish- 
ing interests of the Church, and earnestly commended our own issues 
to our Sunday-schools and families. The suggestion was heartily in- 
dorsed. 

Dr. D. P. Kidder, Corresponding Secretary of the Educational Soci- 
ety, addressed the Conference. 

The following resolutions, offered by A. Lowrey, were adopted: 

Resolved, That there is no more needed or benevolent provision in 
connection with our educational work than the creation of a fund to aid 
worthy students of either sex to obtain an education in some one of our 
numerous and noble institutions. 

Resolved, That we congratulate ourselves and the Church upon having 
such a fund, a fund initiated in 1866, and subsequently administered 
under General Conference action ; and to-day we hear with pleasure of 
the revival of interest in this cause under the secretaryship of Dr. 
Kidder. 

Resolved, That we will promote the celebration of Children’s-day in 
all our charges, and keeping the beautiful offerings of the children sep- 
arate, devote them sacredly to the use for which the fund was primarily 
created. 

The order of the day was taken up. Bishop Bowman requested G. 
Moody to conduct the opening memorial services. 

After the singing of a hymn Dr. Moody offered a fervent prayer. 

M. Dustin, Chairman of the Committee on Memoirs, announced the 
order of the reports. 

S. Weeks read the memoir of the late Rev. George Cramer Crum, 
D. D., which was adopted. 

J. F. Marlay read the memoir of Rev. David Warnock, which was 
adopted. 

M. Dustin read the memoir of Rev. J. W. Weakley, D. D., and the 
paper was adopted. 

C. F. Gowdy read the memoir of the Rev. Charles Kalbfus, and it was 
adopted. 

J. F. Loyd read the memoir of the Rev. James Kendall, and it was 
adopted. 

The time of the session having expired, the Bishop appointed J. 
G. Black to open the services of to-morrow morning, and after the 
giving of notices Conference adjourned with the benediction by L. F. 
Van Cleve. 
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Sixth Day. 

Tuesday Morning, September 12 ^ 1882 . 

Conference convened this morning at half-past eight o’clock, Bishop 
Bowman in the chair, and was opened with a prayer-meeting led by J. 
G. Black. Brother Black read the One Hundred and Twenty-second 
Psalm, and announced the 41st hymn, after the singing of which he led 
the Conference in prayer. The 622d hymn was then sung, and prayer 
was offered by Brother J. W. Gaddis. 

“Nearer, my God, to Thee,” 

was sung, and prayer was offered by Henry Stokes. The 438th hymn 
was sung in concluding the service. 

Bishop Bowman called the Conference to order for business at 9 o’clock. 

The Minutes of yesterday’s session were read, and, after verbal correc- 
tions, approved. 

The completion of the Memorial Service was made the order of the 
day for 10 o’clock. 

The Eighteenth Question, '•'•Who are the Supernumerary Preachers?'^ 
was taken up. 

The names of M. J. Cramer, W. T. McMullen, W. J. Quarry, J. F. 
McClelland, J. F. Hull, and Nathan Prince were called, their characters 
were passed, and their relation was continued. 

The Nineteenth Question, "Who are the Superannuated Preachers?" 
was taken up. 

The names of M. P. Gaddis, J. S. Peregrine, J. C. Maddy, J. W. 
Stone, B. Glasscock, D. Callahan, A. 3Iurphy, D. Kemper, J. L. Grover, 
D. H. Sargent, W. Webster, N. McDonald, R. A. Arthur, W. E. Hines, 
J. W. Keely, J. M. Robinson, M. G. Baker, W. N. Maxey, J. F. Con- 
rey, J. J. Hill, S. F. Conrey, W. B. Jackson, J. I. Taggart, R. Brandriff, 
C. Ferguson, and J. B. Ellsworth, were called, their characters were 
passed, and they were continued in the superannuate relation. 

Brothers D. Kemper, N. McDonald, W. B. Jackson, and J. B, Ells- 
worth being present, addressed the Conference. 

Appropriate information was furnished the Conference in the cases of 
Brothers J. S. Peregrine, B. Glasscock, R. A. Arthur, J. W. Keely, and 
J. J. Hill. 

The relation of J. F. Chalfant was changed from 'effective to super- 
numerary. 
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Gr. S. McLaughlin reported his collections, and through his presiding 
elder, asked for a certificate of location, and his request was granted. 

The Twentieth Question was resumed. 

The East Cincinnati District was called, and A. B. Leonard reported 
the state of the Church within his charge, and his character was passed. 

The order of the day was taken up. 

The memoir of Rev. John Barton was read by W. Herr. 

After remarks by W. L. Hypes, the paper was adopted. 

The memoir of Rev. Hermann Liiders, one of our missionaries in 
Mexico, was read by D. J. Starr, and it was adopted. 

The memoir of Mrs. Arza Brown was read by Wm. Herr, and it was 
adopted. 

The memoir of Mrs. W. P. Jackson was read by J. Verity, and it was 
adopted. 

The memoir of Mrs. D. Lee Aultman was read by Wm. I. Fee, and 
the paper was adopted. 

The memoir of Mrs. Mary S. Cross, formerly the wife and widow of 
Rev. G. J. Conner, was read by D. J. Starr, and it was adopted. 

On motion of S. A. Brewster, the vote by which Conference yesterday 
adopted the memoir of Rev. Charles Kalbfus, was reconsidered, and the 
paper was referred to the Committee on Memoirs, to be revised and pre- 
pared for publication by J. F. Marlay. 

The doxology on page 394 was announced by Bishop Bowman, and 
sung by the Conference in closing the memorial services. 

Leave of absence from the Conference room was granted to the Com- 
mittee on Observance of the Sabbath. 

T. H. Pearne was elected a Trustee of the Mears Fund, to fill the 
vacancy caused by the death of J. W. Weakley. 

Leave of absence, after this session, was granted to G. Moody and L. 
F. Young. 

On motion of R. S. Rust, it was decided that when Conference adjourn 
it be to meet at 2 o’clock this afternoon for general business. 

The Bishop, in behalf of the preachers of the Springfield District, pre- 
sented to the retiring presiding elder. Rev. S. A. Brewster, several valu- 
able pieces of bronze statuary and a handsome bronze clock as a testi- 
monial of their affection. Brother Brewster fittingly acknowledged the 
kindness of his brethren. 

The Third Question, “ Who Remain on Trial? ” was taken up. 

The names of Joseph W. Luccock, Charles W. Barnes, Stephen B. 
Timmons, Marion Le Sourd, John W. Lockwood, and Thomas J. Tone 
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were called. They were represented by their presiding elders and ex- 
aminers. Those in charge reported their collections, and all were con- 
tinued on trial. 

The Thirteenth Question, “ Who are the Traveling Deacons of the Sec- 
ond Class ? ” was taken up. 

The names of Benjamin D. Hypes, Wilbur P. Thirkield, Edward T. 
Lane were called. They reported their collections, and, after being rep- 
resented by their examiners and presiding elders, they were advanced to 
deacons of the second class. 

The time of the session was extended. 

The Twentieth Question was resumed. The names of G. W. Kelly, 
J. W. Bushong, J. W. Gaddis, S. Bennett, J. A. Story, H. B. Ridgaway, 
and J. P. Porter were called. They reported their collections, and their 
characters were passed. 

The name of W. N. Williams was called, and he addressed the Con- 
ference in relation to his late sickness and the necessity for his consequent 
retirement from the active work of the ministry, and tenderly expressed 
his feelings in reference to this change of relation. At the close of his 
remarks Brother Williams requested a superannuated relation. 

On motion of A. B. Leonard the request was granted, with the assur- 
ance that should Brother Williams’ health permit, we will most gladly 
restore him to an effective relation next year. 

The Committee of Special Resolutions in the case of Dr. Granville 
Moody reported. The report was read by J. M. Walden, and the 
resolutions, reading as follows, were adopted by a rising vote of the 
Conference : 

Rev. Granville Moody, D. D., having, on account of failing health, 
taken a superannuated relation at the close of fifty years in the active 
ministry, we, his associates, enter this minute upon the records of our 
Conference : 

1. Through all these years Brother Moody has been a faithful Metho- 
dist itinerant preacher, loyal to our beloved Church, earnestly promul- 
gating her doctrines and maintaining her usuages, and, when required by 
circumstances, defending her doctrines and polity with all the force of an 
intellect remarkable both for natural and acquired powers. 

2. His ministry has covered a most eventful period in the history of 
our Church and our country. He has actively participated in the move- 
ments which have resulted in the development of the conneetional en- 
terprises and educational institutions of our Church. 

3. He bore a distinguished part in the great struggle for the mainte- 
nance of the Union, combining in himself the character of a devoted 
Christian and brave soldier, both in the camp and on the battle-field. 

4. We rejoice that through his long career, with a positive character. 
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a burnin" zeal for the right, and an earnest spirit ever placing him 
in antagonism to evil, he has maintained an unblemished Christian 
character. 

5. We earnestly pray that in his retirement from the active ministry 
he may be comforted by the Gospel he has so efficiently preached, and be 
sustained by the grace of God. 

6. We trust that his valuable life will be spared, and that in the good 
providence of God he may be able to return to our next annual session 
and deliver his semi-centennial sermon, which we hereby request him to 
preach at that time.

W. E. Kugler read the report of the Committee on Parsonages, and 
the report was adopted. 

J. A. White read a summary by districts of money and vouchers 
given to him as contributions to the American Bible Society, and his 
report was accepted. 

On the motion of D. J. Starr, the Treasurers of the different Conference 
societies were instructed to pay to the Publishing Committee a sum 
suflScient to pay for the publication of their reports in the Conference 
Minutes. 

It was moved by A. Bowers that in case the names of officers for 
any of the Conference societies are not properly reported, that the Sec- 
retary shall publish the list of officers of those societies for last year.

W. Mahon read the report of collections for educational purposes. 

The report was amended by striking out one item, and it was then 
adopted. 

R. K. Deem read the report of the Committee on Periodicals and 
Book Concern Accounts. 

On motion it was taken up seriatim for consideration. The first item 
was read and adopted. The second item was read. 

T. Lee moved that this item be stricken from the report, and the 
motion prevailed. 

The third item was read and adopted. The last item was, on motion, 
stricken out. It was moved that the report, as amended, be adopted. 

A motion was made to lay the whole report on the table, and this 
motion prevailed. 

On motion, the Committee was requested to prepare and submit a 
second report on this subject. 

W. Mahon read the report of the Committee on the Freedmen’s Aid 
Society, and the report was adopted. See report. 

E. T. Wells presented the report of the Committee on Education. 
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The item relating to the Ohio Wesleyan University was read, and, 
after remarks by President Payne, it was adopted. 

The item relating to the Xenia College was read and adopted. 

The item relating to the Hillsboro Female College was read and 
adopted. 

The item relating to the Springfield Female College and High School 
was read and adopted. 

The item relating to the Cincinnati Wesleyan College was read, and, 
after verbal changes, it was adopted by a rising vote, expressing the 
thanks of the Conference for the liberality of the friends of the College 
in affording it financial relief. 

The item relating to the Boston University was read and adopted. 

The item relating to the Drew Theological Seminary was read. 

Dr. S. F. Upham, Professor of Practical Theology in that institution, 
addressed the Conference, and the item relating to Drew Seminary was 
adopted. 

The item relating to Garrett Biblical Institute was read and adopted. 

The item constituting the officers of the Conference Educational Soci- 
ety was adopted. 

The item relating to the disposition of educational funds was read and 
adopted, and the report bn Education was adopted as a whole. See 
report. 

Resolutions of respect to Dr. Ridgaway were read by J. F. Marlay, 
and adopted as follows : 

Whereas^ Rev. Henry B. Ridgaway, D. D., of this Conference, has 
been elected to the Chair of Historical Theology in the Garrett Biblical 
Institute,'at Evanston, Illinois, a position for which, in our judgment, he 
is eminently qualified by theological and literary culture and high min- 
isterial standing ; therefore.

1. After the usunl opening religious exercises, the Secretary shall read the 
Minutes of the prevrous session. 

2. No motion shall be entertained by the Conference till such motion shall 
have been seconded. 

3. All motions shall be reduced to writing, if desired by any member of the 
Conference. 

4. Every member desiring to speak o,n any subject before the Conference shall 
rise and address the President. 

5. The member who first rises and addres'^es the President shall be entitled to 
the floor. 

6. No member shall speak more than once on the same subject till all who may 
desire to speak shall have spoken; nor more than fifteen minutes at a time, with- 
out leave of the Conference. 

7. All questions of order shall be decided by the President, subject to an ap- 
peal to Conference, without «lebate. 

8. When any question is und* r debate, no motion shall be received but to ad- 
journ, to lay on the table, to ]>ostpone, to commit, or to amend; but a motion to 
adjourn shall always be in order; and this, as well as a motion to lay on the table, 
shall be decided without debate. 

9. If the question before the Ccn erence be capable of division, upon the call 
of any member, such question shall be divided.

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REPORT ON STATISTICS. 

As our statistics are published for the benefit of the Church the utmost 
care should be taken to have them correct. Your Committee would 
therefore call attention to the following points : 

First. The number of schools, the number of officers and teachers, 
and the number of scholars of all ages are reported twice, and care should 
be taken to have both reports agree. 

Second. The number of scholars fifteen years and over, the number 
under fifteen except the infant class, and the number in the infant class 
should be equal to the total number given. 

Third. The added numbers of probationers removed, dropped, with- 
drawn, unknown, deceased, received into full connection, and on the roll 
at the end of the year should exactly equal the number on roll at the 
last Conference, and received since. 

Fourth. The amount of collections given in the statistics should agree 
with the reports of the treasurers of the different societies. Therefore, 

1. Resolved, That the Conference Secretary be requested to send the 
statistical blanks and collection envelopes to the preachers in charge one 
month before the opening of the Conference session. 

2. Resolved, That we consider it the imperative duty of all the preach- 
ers in charge to be ready to hand in their reports on the first day of the 
Conference session. 

3. Resolved, That a special session of Conference be held on the after- 
noon of the first day for the purpose of presenting statistical reports and 
collections. 

4. Resolved, That the Conference will not receive statistical reports, 
nor require the Statistical Secretaries to make changes in their tables 
after the third day of the Conference session. 
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5. Resolved, That the utter carelessness of a large part of this Con- 
ference in filling the statistical blanks merits severe rebuke. 

6. Resolved, That preachers be ordered in every case to so distribute 
fractional suras reported as to make each report in dollars.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON EDUCATION. 



We are fully impressed with the paramount importance of furnishing 
our people with the menus of knowledge as afforded by Christian semi- 
naries, colleges, and universities, believing that science is the handmaid 
of religion. Now, as infidelity is boastful and arrogant, it becomes us as 
Christians to furnish the means of thorough education; and as Method- 
ism was born in a college, so it has been nourished by liberal educational 
advantages, and we take great pleasure in commending our denomina- 
tional institutions to our people as increasingly worthy of their patronage. 

Otiio Wesleyan University'. 

The Ohio Wesleyan University never more highly commended 
itself to the confidence of the public or to the love and zeal of its friends. 
It is fully accomplishing the work designed by its founders. The past 
year has been marked by the most encouraging success in every depart- 
ment of instruction, and by appreciable results has added to the already 
acknowledged power and fame of this our most important and influential 
institution of learning. The number of students in attendance during 
the year was 672, and the average number in actual attendance by terms 
was over 500, and 287 of these were in the collegiate department proper. 
The graduating class was unusually large and of excellent quality. It 
comprised 35 gentlemen and 19 ladies, and 12 of these gentlemen were 
licensed preachers at the time of their graduation, and propose to enter 
the Methodist itinerant ministry. General good order and devotion to 
study have obtained among the numerous students, while the average at- 
tainments in scholarship have been highly satisfactory to the professors 
and to the patrons of the college. To this the report of the Visiting 
Committee of our Conference for the last year bears decided testimony. 
They reaffirm the entire success of co-education of the sexes, the great 
ability of the Board of Instruction, and the general excellence of the 
scholarship of the students. The prevalence of not only an elevated 
moral tone, but also of a thoroughly religious spirit, is to be specially 
noticed. Regular devotional meetings are maintained, and are character- 
ized by an intelligent fervor, frequent conversions, and the deeper expe- 
riences of the Christian life. In all the teaching, and in the personal 
intercourse of professors with students there obtains a constant recogni- 
tion of theoretical and vital piety, a fact which can not be too strongly 
emphasized in these days when, in many of our secular schools of higher 
grade, religion and science, piety and literature are sought to be divorced. 
The truth was never more patent than now, that if Methodists wish to 
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retain their young men and women in the faith of their fathers, they 
must bring them under the care of such institutions as the Oliio 
Wesleyan. 

It is to be regretted that whilst the institution has a good prospective 
endowment from bequests which will hereafter be available, yet that it 
is sutfering at present for want of funds for current expenses, and thor- 
ough equipment. Monnett Hall, for example, greatly needs the expendi- 
ture of money in the increase of facilities for its economical administra- 
tion. It is to be earnestly hoped that the friends of the university will 
promptly give to it the ample means which are required to impart the 
highest efficiency to all the departments of instruction. 

It may not be amiss at this early day to call attention to the approach- 
ing Centenary of the Methodist Episcopal Church as the occasion when 
there should be a concentrated effort on the part of the people to place 
at its disposal such munificent gifts as will enable it to stand abreast in 
all its appointments with the oldest colleges of the land. Standing as it 
does in the great Central West, with an intelligent and wealthy constit- 
uency, with a past record second to none for its usefulness, with a present 
position happily assured, and a future full of grand possibilities, it mer- 
its the most cordial and liberal benefactions of the Methodists of the 
State.

Xenia Collegre. 

At the close of the last school year Prof. Wm. Smith, A. M., retired 
from the presidency of the college, after having occupied that position 
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for twenty-four years, and the Rev, W. H. DeMotte, LL. D., formerly 
and for a long term of years President of the Illinois Female College at 
Jacksonville, was elected President. Miss Mary J. Pegram, also recently 
of the Illinois Female College, has been elected Preceptress, ahd other 
suitable teachers have been engaged for the various grades. Three dis- 
tinct courses of study have been arranged for ; namely, the College Pre- 
paratory, the Normal, and the Academic. 

Extensive repairs are now being made upon the buildings, and a large 
amount of new furniture will be provided for the rooms. 

The college debt on the 1st of September amounted to 82,350, includ- 
ing interest. The value of the property is estimated at 810,000. 

The Board of Trustees of the College is constituted as follows : Tobias 
Drees, President ; S. Newton, Secretary ; Rev. D. J. Starr, Rev. J. F.

We rejoice in the favorable auspices under which the school year will 
open on the 12th inst., and most heartily commend this central institu- 
tion of our Conference to the patronage of the public. We also recom- 
mend that the Secretary of this Conference be directed to cast the ballot 
of the Conference in the next annual election of Trustees, and that the 
pastors of our Churches in Xenia be appointed as Visitors and Examin- 
ers for the ensuing Conference year,

This honored school has advantages found in no other locality in our 
State for healthfulness, and those seeking the privileges of a good edu- 
cation do well to consider this fact. 

The College is in a much better condition than when Rev. J. F. Loyd 
first took charge of it, and the outlook for the coming year is good. The 
religious influence is excellent, almost every young lady in the school last 
year having been converted. Rev. J. F. Loyd, M. A., has been unan- 
imously re elected to the presidency of the College, and we recommend 
that the Bishop appoint Brother Loyd to this position. 

We cordially commend the institution to the patronage of the public. 

We recommend the election of the following persons as Trustees :

The last year of the Wesleyan College under the administration of 
the Rev. R. H. Rust, D. D., was one of the most successful in its history. 
The collegiate department was marked by thoroughness in instruction 
and the most genial control. The graduating class, numbering twenty- 
one young ladies, showed high scientific and literary attainments, while 
their religious spirit was above all praise. There was also an admirable 
management of the current expenses of the institution, and no part of 
the financial embarrassment threatening the life of the institution was 
incurred during the past year. 

The financial embarrassment reached its crisis during this year, and 
we had expected to lose out of our fiimily of colleges the Cincinnati 
Wesleyan. For weeks its life was despaired of, and its decease hourly 
expected. We are glad to record to-day, however, that with the blessing 
of a merciful Providence and the skillful treatment of Dr. C. G. Hussey, 
of Pittsburg, Penn., a change for the better has occurred, and this be- 
loved institution is now nearly restored to a sound and vigorous financial 
condition. Its complete restoration is now, we believe, assured, and we 
hope its earthly immortality has begun. 

The building is now in the hands of laborers, and is undergoing a 
thorough renovation. 

The prospect for students is cheering, and we are hoping for the insti- 
tution a new career of prosperity and usefulness, which shall surpass its 
honored and glorious past. We rejoice that already nine-tenths of the 
debt has been provided for, and we pray and trust that there may still 
be sufficient provision made by subscription to save all the land thereto 
belonging.

We welcome to our midst as President and Vice-president of Wes- 
leyan College Dr. Wm. K. Brown and his excellent wife, Mrs. McClel- 
lan Brown. We extend to them our most cordial support, and shall 
wish for them the most complete success in all that pertains to the inter- 
ests of their new undertaking. There will be associated with them an 
able corps of instructors. We commend the institution to the patronage 
of the public. We also hereby extend to Dr. C. G. Hussey, of Pitts- 
burg, Penn., and laymen and friends of the College in Cincinnati and its 
vicinity, our hearty thanks for their generous contributions to this 
institution. 
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most of the examinations, and by unanimous vote expressed themselves 
as fully satisfied with the work of the faculty — with the manner and 
matter of instruction. The board also passed unanimously a motion, 
thanking the trustees for the election of Rev. Henry B. Ridgaway, D. D., 
to a professorship, and congratulating the institution and its friends that 
another competent instructor ^d been added to the laborious and over- 
worked faculty. 

“ The graduating class of 1882 numbered twenty-one. During the year 
the graduates of seventeen difierent colleges were enrolled as students. 
We find upon examination that forty-one colleges are represented by the 
alumni. 

“ We are glad also to note that a majority of the young men called 
of God in the West and North-west to preach his truth go to the Gar- 
rett Biblical Institute to obtain the needed preparation for their life- 
work. This is shown by the following facts: The State of Illinois has 
thirty theological students, and twenty-four of them are at this institution. 
Iowa has thirteen, and the State of Minnesota seven, all of whom are at 
Evanston. The State of Indiana sends twice as many students to Gar- 
rett as she sends elsewhere. The last senior class was the largest in the 
history of the institution, and the outlook for students, for friends, and 
for funds is, we think, highly encouraging.”

REPORT ON SUNDAY-SCHOOLS. 

The objects of the Sunday-school are : First, to gain the conversion 
of the scholars and make them wise unto salvation; and, after this, to 
build up their characters by the study of God’s Word, and by training 
them in the doctrines and duties of Christianity. 

To this work we must have converted and consecrated men and women. 
The officers and teachers should be, in every case, as far as practicable, 
experimental Christians. 




They should also thoroughly acquaint themselves with the uniform 
lesson, using our own lesson helps in preference to others. As far as 
possible, there should be meetings of teachers for the study of the Word. 

As the Sunday-school is to train for a place in the Christian Church, 
there should be, in connection with the lesson, catechetical exercises for 
instruction in the doctrines, that we may have intelligent Christians. 

We earnestly recommend our Pastors and Sunday-school Superintend- 
ents to use all possible means to retain our larger scholars in our Sunday- 
schools, and, when it is practicable, to organize lyceums for the benefit 
of the older scholars and teachers. 

There must also be a development of the benevolent disposition. All 
our schools should be upon the missionary basis, giving at least one-half 
of their contributions to that cause. 

The Church should be in the Sunday-school for the study of the 
Word, and the Sunday-school should be in attendance upon the Church 
services. The Sunday-school should not be made a substitute for other 
means of grace by either scholar or teacher, but all should understand 
that the assembling together for the preaching of the Word is of para- 
mount importance, and if, for any cause, they can not attend more than 
one of these services, then, by all means, let them choose by preference 
the Church services. 

In view of the wide-spread and growing tendency toward the entire 
destruction of the holy Sabbath, it behooves the officers and teachers of 
our Sunday-schools, in their teaching and practice, to uphold and 
exemplify this sanctity of the Lord’s day, and earnestly entreat all to 
keep it sacred to the service of God. 

We recommend the holding of meetings of the Sunday-school Board 
according to the provisions of the Discipline, as found in the “ Constitu- 
tion for a Sunday-school,” Art. 5th. Respectfully submitted.

The queen of England, when asked for the secret of England’s great- 
ness, held out an open Bible, and said, “ This is the secret of England’s 
greatness.” What is true of the kingdom of Victoria we believe to be 
equally true of the American Republic ; our government and its free in- 
stitutions must stand or fall with the Bible. 

We recognize in the American Bible Society one of our most efficient 
evangelizing agencies, and as our present population is nearly fifty-three 
millions, and the society has entered upon its fourth general distribu- 
tion, the magnitude of its work for the next decade is apparent. 

The demands upon the society from the increase of immigration, from 
the freedmen of the South, from the Territories of the West, and the 
natural increase of the people are daily increasing; therefore. 

Resolved^ That we will heartily support the American Bible Society 
by urging its claims upon the attention of our people, and by our co- 
operation and prayers.

NATIONAL TREATMENT OF THE INDIANS. 

Having considered carefully the subject of the national treatment of 
the Indians, be it 

Resolved, 1. That, in the judgment of the Cincinnati Conference, it is 
the duty of the United States Government to provide a number of common 
schools sufficient for the education of every child in every Indian tribe 
within their reservations, and also to establish industrial schools among 
the Indians living in treaty relations. 

2. That we believe that it would have the best effect, and be a wise 
and righteous act, if the United States Government should grant to each 
Indian within the reservation occupied by his tribe, should he desire it, 
a title to one hundred and sixty acres of land in fee simple, which shall 
be made inalienable for twenty years. 

3. That it is the duty of the government to recognize the Indian’s 
personality and rights under the law, giving to Indians the protection of 
the laws of the United States for their persons and property, and hold- 
ing them strictly amenable to these laws ; also, giving them increased 
encouragements to industry and opportunity to trade, and securing to 
them full religious liberty. 

4. That we recommend our preachers and people to co-operate with the 
Indian Treaty- keeping and Protective Association of the Ohio branch, 
of which Mrs. H. U. McCabe (Delaware) is chairman, and in which Mrs. 
Dr. J. M. Trimble, Mrs. Bishop Clark, Mrs, Dr. F. Merrick, Mrs. Prof. 
H. M. Perkins, Mrs. T. C. O’Kane and others represent the Methodist 
Episcopal Church as members ; and that we favor their plan of petition- 
ing Congress in the interests of this cause, for the success of which we 
will continually pray and labor.

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REPORT ON SABBATH OBSERVANCE. 
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Amid the most awfully sublime scenes on the summit of Sinai nearly 
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four thousand years ago, God gave to man the Decalogue, the central 
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law of which was, “ Remember the Sabbath day to keep it holy,'' a law as 
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imperative and obligatory as any within the range of the divine enact- 
ment. During the centuries intervening since the announcement of the 
law, all history relating to the glory of the Church, to personal and

national advancement in all the elements which contribute to their pros- 
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perity, grandeur, and power, proclaims the wisdom and infinite benevo- 
lence of the Giver of the law. For a series of years the Conference 
afl&rmed its faith in the divinity of the law, and with a view to arrest a 
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growing disregard of the Sabbath in our country and among professed 
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Christians it has been accustomed to embody its sentiments on this sub- 
ject in formal resolutions. Inasmuch as the evil of Sabbath desecration 
still prevails to an alarming extent, we deem it important to reiterate our 








solemn and divinely wrought conviction in regard to what we recognize 
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as violations of the law of God touching the sanctity of the Sabbath. 
Therefore, 

Resolved, 1. That, in view of the possibility and danger of losing the 
Sabbath as a day of rest and religious worship, resulting, in a great degree. 








from the prevalence of foreign sentiment, practice, and example, we would 
enjoin upon all Christians and good citizens a strict observance of the 
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day of the Lord. 

Resolved, 2. It is our deliberate conviction that the time has come 
when we should so regard the Sabbath day that, during our camp-meet- 








ings, we should not (1) encourage railroad excursion trains, (2) or allow 
any articles of necessity to be sold on the grounds which could be secured 
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on week days. 
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Resolved, 3. That “ the attempt now being made by a portion of our 
foreign population, joined by an equally dissolute class of native citizens, 
to blot out the Sabbath from the calendar of American institutions, threat- 
ens the most serious consequences to the Church and state, and should be 
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counteracted by the most prompt, vigorous, and persistent efforts,” and 








that we heartily indorse the so-called “ Smith Sunday law,” with such 
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amendments as may be deemed necessary for the greater protection of the 
Sabbath, and the more rigid enforcement of Sabbath laws. 

Resolved, 4. That it is to be deprecated that, by State law, regiments 
go into camp for a term including the Sabbath. Multitudes visit these 
camps on the Lord’s day with no motive other than pleasure or traffic. 
Parade and inspection are often advertised for that day with the purpose 
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of attracting the multitude. The effect is to interfere with public wor- 
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ship and to undermine public morals. 
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Resolved^ 5. That we hereby tender our thanks to such portions of the 
secular press of our State as deserve them for their fidelity in defending 
the Sabbath, and aiming to educate the public mind to a strict enforce- 
ment of the laws concerning the sanctity of the Lord’s day.

REPORT ON TEMPERANCE. 



The Committee on Temperance present the following platform of 
principles as indicating the position of the Conference in respect to this 
subject: 

1. The Cincinnati Conference recognizes the value of all moral influ- 
ences and proper education in effecting the work of temperance reform. 
Hence we recommend that the subject be fully presented in all our pul- 
pits, that temperance meetings be frequently held in our charges, that 
juvenile temperance societies be formed in connection with our Sunday- 
schools, so that all our people may be rightly instructed, and our chil- 
dren and youth so trained as never to touch the inebriating cup. 

2. We remind ourselves of the fact that the action of the General 
Conference has already largely determined our position as a Church 
upon this vital question, and we recom mendthat the special attention 
of our members be called to the strong and positive utterances contained 
in our excellent Discipline, and to the work contemplated by the Com- 
mittee on Temperance for which the Discipline provides. 

3. While employing faithfully all possible educating and moral meas- 
ures, it is apparent that these are inadequate, without the aid of proper 
legislation. If stringent laws are necessary to protect society against 
crime, certainly such laws would seem to be necessary to protect society 
against a traffic which is the parent of three-fourths of the crimes com- 
mitted. 

4. The supreme importance of this question, because of its bearing 
upon all the most vital interests of the Church and of the State, demand 
that it should have the pre-eminence above all party issues whenever a 
man is called upon to exercise his right of suffrage at the ballot-box; 
there is no other question affecting the State or the nation that approxi- 
mates this in its effect upon society, and we submit whether a Chrstian 
man can, without sin, allow minor partisan issues or party affiliations to 
outweigh, in their influence upon his vote, the trascendent interests of 
society. 

5. We are convinced by evidence the most overwhelming that every true 
interest of our State would be best subserved by the introduction into 
the State Constitution of an amendment prohibiting the manufacture 
and sale of intoxicating liquors to be used as a beverage ; and we hereby 
declare this to be the end which we desire, and shall earnestly endeavor 
to secure. 
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6. Until this end can be reached we must labor for and accept what- 
ever legislation most nearly approximates this and will be most likely to 
prove a real advance toward the higher goal ; but we feel it incumbent 
upon us to affirm that we can not conscientiously accept and aid in se- 
curing measures which, while they may be assumed and declared to be 
promotive of the temperance cause, we believe to be wrong in principle, 
and will prove harmful rather than helpful in results. Among these 
measures we mention the adoption of a license system, or the same 
principle in the form of taxation, which involves the State in publicly 
permitting.^ protecting., and by implication sanctioning., a traffic which is 
criminal, and the greatest curse of those subjects whom the State is ob- 
ligated to protect. It is our conviction, also, that to vote for any amend- 
ment to the constitution relating to this question, until we can secure 
prohibition, will retard the temperance cause. 

7. So ffir as we can do so consistently with the maintenance of these 
principles we will co-operate with such political party as, in our judg- 
ment, takes advanced ground upon these questions, and stands clearly 
before the people as the honest representative of law and order and a 
sacred Sabbath. 

8. We ask the present Legislature of Ohio to submit to the people of 
the State the question of adopting such a prohibitory amendment as we 
have indicated, in such a manner as shall leave the question untrammeled 
by other and partisan issues, or by alternative issues liable to divide, and 
thus nullify, the temperance vote. 

9. We heartily approve the law passed by the present Legislature for 
closing liquor saloons on the Sabbath. We believe its general enforce- 
ment would result in great good to society, while a failure to enforce a 
law so palpably just and beneficial can not but open the eyes of all order- 
loving citizens to see the true character of a traffic that defies all law, 
and tramples on every right of man. 

10. Believing the principles here announced, and the ends proposed, to 
be eminently Christian and practical ; therefore. 

Resolved., That we will adopt them in our personal practice, and urge 
our people to do the same.

Rev. George C. Crum, D. D. 

In twining a memorial wreath for our departed father and brother, we 
shall interweave immutable facts which will be as true in heaven as on 
earth, with the opinions and affections of fallible human beings, which 
opinions and affections will probably be altered and deepened as the ages 
of eternity unfold, and we see and know each other even as we are known 
in the light of the Lamb. 

George Cramer Crum was born in Winchester, Frederick County, Va., 
June 29, 1809. When he was seventeen years of age he removed to 
Hillsboro, Ohio. At that place, under the ministry of the sainted Bev. 
Russel Bigelow, he was happily converted ; his own record, marked by 
his characteristic humility is, “ I was, as I humbly trust, born into the 
kingdom of God in August, 1827; licensed to preach, August, 1831; 
was received on trial in the Ohio Conference, sitting in Mansfield, in 
1831.” His ministerial life was passed in the following appointments; 
1831,Adelphi Circuit; 1832, West Union ; 1833, Brushcreek ; 1834-5, 
Portsmouth; 1836-7, Chillicothe; 1838, Milford Circuit; 1839, High- 
land Circuit; 1840, superannuated; 1841-2, Ninth Street (now Trinity), 
Cincinnati ; 1843-4, Chillicothe ; 1845-6, Zanesville ; 1847-8, Colum- 
bus ; 1849, Wesley Chapel (now Grace Church), Dayton ; 1850-1, Ninth 
Street, Cincinnati ; 1852-3, Wesley Chapel, Cincinnati ; 1854-5, Hills- 
boro ; 1856-7-8, Hillsboro District; 1859-60, Raper Chapel, Dayton; 
1861, Union Chapel, Cincinnati (there being a question of Church polity 
between Bishop Morris, the President of the Conference that year, and 
the officiary at Union Chapel, brother Crum was sent to Eaton, which 
was vacant by the pastor having taken a chaplaincy in the Union army) ; 
1862-3, High Street, Springfield; 1864-5-6, Trinity Church, Xenia, 
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(these being the first three years of the existence of the new charge — a 
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colony from the First Methodist Episcopal Church ; it was a very sue- 








cessful pastorate); 1867, Lockland ; 1868-9-70, Raper Chapel, Dayton; 








1871-2, Troy ; 1873-4, Yellow Springs ; 1875-6, Trinity Church, Xenia. 
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At thje Conference held in Xenia in September, 1877, he entered the su- 
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perannuated relation, and remained an honored and esteemed citizen of 








Xenia till his death, which occurred at 2 o’clock in the morning of March 
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4, 1882. He was married July 2, 1833, by Rev. Augustus Eddy, to 
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Miss Sarah January, and she, with the six children that were born to 
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them, all survive him; so that this is the first sundering of the domestic 








ties in the family by death. 








George C. Crum was ordained a deacon at Cincinnati, August 25, 1833, 
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by Bishop Robert R. Roberts; and ordained an elder at Springfield, 








August 23, 1835, by Bishop James 0. Andrew. He was a member of 
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the Cincinnati Conference from its organization in 1852. His list of ap- 
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pointments is read in a very brief space of time, but eternity alone can 








reveal their toils and triumphs. 
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It is the fitting custom of the military men of earth to take captured 








cannons and cast them into bronze statues of their heroes. This Chris- 
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tian hero, a soldier for Jesus, has reared for himself his monument in 
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the undying souls captured from the dominion of Satan, converted, and 
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strengthened, and comforted during his ministry of a half century ; 








while his published and remaining writings are his epitaph, revealing 








the character of the man far better than any attempted analysis by an- 
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other could possibly do. 
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His “ Lectures on the Beatitudes ” are as distinctively marked with his 
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individuality as their impress was manifest upon him. 








We may with propriety speak of him as a minister and a man. 
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In the twofold work of the ministry — publicly as a preacher, and pri- 








vately as a pastor — he was diligent, serious, and prudent, “ rightly divid- 
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ing the word of truth, ” and showing himself to be indeed “ a sou of 








consolation.” 
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His knowledge was varied and profound ; he prosecuted study up to 
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the very beginning of his final sickness, the last subject of his reading 
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being a life of Christ. 
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His language was simple and chaste, but full of convincing force. 
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Those who were favored with his ministrations will not soon forget the

entrancing beauty of his well-rounded periods, nor the glow of abiding 
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comfort that went out with them under his benediction. 
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The earnestness of his manner left no hearer in doubt as to the fact 








of his unquestioning faith in the Gospel which he preached. 
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Being a diligent student, delving assiduously in the mine of God’s in- 








exhaustible truth, his sermons, exhortations, and prayers were not plati- 
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tudes originally, nor repetitions subsequently, but were varied as the 
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different aspects of truth and the ever-increasing reciptivity of the ex- 
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ploring mind. 
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The light of his mind was not meteoric, fiashing up and dazzling by 
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its brilliancy only to leave the beholder in the darkness of disappoint- 
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ment; but rather the steady shining of a star, raining down its mellow 
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luster upon all beneath it. As an appreciation of his attainments, one 
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of our literary institutions conferred upon him the honorary degree of 
Doctor of Divinity. 

, Not only did his sense of the beautiful find expression in “fitly spoken” 
words, “like apples of gold in pictures of silver,” but in grace of form 
and harmony of color he painted, and those pictures will hang upon the 
walls as mementos of the departed and precious heirlooms for the future. 
In the poems he left, smoothly flowing in their rhythm as the murmur 
of Summer streams, there is a vein of piety which makes ocean and green- 
sward but the garment of the Invisible, the mountains for its folds, the 
trees for its fringes, and the flowers for its adornment. 

His acceptability as a pastor is demonstrated by the fact that he served 
twice in each of the following appointments, namely: Chillicothe, Ninth 
Street, Raper Chapel, and Trinity (Xenia). 

As a man, we may contemplate his character with equal interest in its 
personal, social, domestic and Christian aspects. Physically, his was 'a 
fragile constitution, and yet, frail as he was, he endured the hardships 
of the earlier itinerancy on some of its roughest territory ; we have heard 
from his lips of deep mud, swollen streams, long rides on horseback, 
plain fare, pinching cold and damp beds. 

He was eminent for his rare modesty; verifying the adage, “Of their 
own merits modest men are dumb,” 

Socially, he keenly enjoyed the interchange of the courtesies of life ; 
he was interested in the welfare of his fellow-men, municipally and in the 
State and nation. His last completed composition, the writing showing 
the wavering of the trembling hand, was a temperance address on the 
subject, “ The Bible and the Beverage.” 

In the domestic circle he was the tender and affectionate husband ; 
and, at once, the father and familiar friend of his children. 

The six children of this household have all reached maturity and gone 
out to homes of their own, there being two daughters and a son (who is 
a physician) living in Dayton, a daughter in Chicago, a widowed daugh- 
ter in Xenia, and a son. Rev. Carey T. Crum, a member of the Cincinnati 
Conference. 

The cherished utterances of the two long months of weary wasting are 
enshrined in the hearts of the household, and will be to them a priceless 
legacy. 

As a Christian, his life for nearly fifty-five years was devoted to the 
Master. On the 3d of January last, his wife and daughter came to the 
meeting in progress at Trinity, and bore from him the message to the 
pastor, “I am feeling too poorly to be with you bodily, but my spirit is 
there and I am praying for you ; ” the next day, January 4th, he took to 
his bed, his bed of suffering and death. 

Early in his sickness he said to the physician, Dr. Brundage, “It will 
not be long till the old man is lifted up into the light and life that are 
eternal.” 

In one of my calls I spoke of the sympathy for him in community, 
and the inquiries as to his welfare that were addressed to me from all 
classes of people, in the Church and out of it. Paternally stroking my 
face with his hand, he replied : “ The Lord is so good to me ; and my 
sufferings are not like his.” 
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He exhorted his son Carey to devote himself wholly to God and his 
Church. When his wife asked him, “Is Jesus precious?” “Oh, yes, 
and there is nothing left for you but to follow on. All is peace.” 

When asked by his presiding elder if he had any message to send to 
his brethren of the Cincinnati Conference, he said : “ Give them my 

love, and tell them that the Gospel which I have preached to others saves 
me, and that I have peace with God through our Lord Jesus Christ.” 

In holy triumph his last conscious hours were passed, and when, at 
last, the spirit left the tenement of clay, it was quietly and painlessly as 
the tired infant falls asleep. 

In his will he wrote concerning his wife ; “ Finally I commend to 

the sympathy and tender regard of the Cincinnati Conference, my wife, 
Sarah Crum, who, through my long itinerant life, has been both a com- 
fort and helper in the work assigned us by the Church, for which we have 
lived and labored so many years.” 

We can not better close this brief sketch than by quoting from one of 
his own unpublished poems, entitled, “ Greenwood Cemetery : ” 

“But, shall these sleepers never more awake? 

Shall no strong arm these prison doors unbar? 

On Death’s dark night shall no blest morning break — 

A night so long uneheered by sun or star? 

Yes ! from these dusky vales and grassy slopes 
Our buried friends shall rise, a glorious train; 

The dearest this, of all our cherished hopes. 

Since Death’s great Victor rose and lives again.”

Rev. David Warnock. 



Rev. David Warnock was born at Castle Blaney, Ireland, February 
14, 1810, and died at his home in Urbana, Ohio, February 21, 1882, 
aged seventy-two years and seven days. From earliest childhood he was 
carefully and religiously trained, his hither having been an elder in the 
Presbyterian Church. When twelve years old he was converted, and 
when eighteen came to this country, to make it his future home. Soon 
after his arrival in America he attended a camp-meeting near Cleveland, 
Ohio, where he was powerfully impressed that God had called him to the 
ministry, and, having previously united with the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, he at once commenced a course of study in the Strongville 
Academy, with a view to qualify himself for the great work to which his 
life was to be devoted. 

His first work as an itinerant preacher must have been done as a sup- 
ply ; for while it is certain that he traveled Brunswick Circuit as early as 
1833, the General Minutes show that he was admitted on trial into the Ohio 
Conference at the session held in Circleville August 20, 1834, with a 
class of forty-two, of whom there now remains within the bounds of the 
Cincinnati Conference but one survivor — Rev. David Kemper. 

His first appointment was to Eaton Circuit, with Rev. Charles W. 
Swain as his senior colleague. His subsequent appointments were as 
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follows, and in the order named : Union, Urbana, Cincinnati, Sidney, 
Bellefontaine,' Delaware, Sidney, Westville, Circleville, Zanesville, Co- 
lumbus, North Lewisburg, King’s Creek, Urbana, Park Street (Cincin- 
nati), King’s Creek, Urbana District, First Church (Urbana), King’s 
Creek, Tremont, Mechanicsburg, and Milford. 

Twice during this period of thirty-eight years — in 1857, and again in 
1868 — he was compelled by failing health to take a supernumerary rela- 
tion for a year or two ; but as soon as his health seemed sufficiently re- 
stored he gladly rejoined the effective ranks. In 1872 he was, for the 
third time, obliged to ask his brethren for a supernumerary relation, 
which he continued to sustain to his Conference until his final transfer 
to the Church triumphant. 

It would be a great mistake, however, to suppose that the supernu- 
merary relation, in his case, implied putting off the harness, or the en- 
joyment of absolute rest from ministerial labors. During the decade of 
his nominal retiracy from the effective ranks, although not in a physical 
condition to assume the responsibilities of a pastorate, he was probably 
as abundant in labors as during any previous ten years of his life. His 
services were in constant demand at protracted meetings, revivals, quar- 
terly meetings, funerals, etc., and they were cheerfully rendered as long 
as he had strength to travel and preach. 

In the fifty years, almost, of his ministerial life, he endured his full 
share of the peculiar hardships inseparable from a pioneer ministry, and 
yet he carried into the retirement of the supernumerary relation as sweet 
and contented a spirit as if he had perfectly mastered the lesson which 
few have done since the days of St. Paul, “ I have learned in whatsoever 
state I am, therewith to be content.” 

He had no complaints to make, no grievances to ventilate, no doleful 
jeremiads to utter over the degeneracy of the present as compared with 
former times. He was always in hearty and entire sympathy with the 
doctrines and polity of Methodism. 

He was a constant attendant upon the class-meeting and prayer- 
meeting, and for several years past conducted a special weekly meeting 
for the promotion of holiness — a doctrine to which, as taught in the 
Scriptures and expounded by Wesley in his best matured utterances on 
the subject, he gave cordial and whole-hearted assent, living daily in the 
enjoyment of that blessed experience throughout almost the entire pe- 
riod of his long and useful Christian life. Possessed of an intellect un- 
usually acute and vigorous, and of vast stores of information gleaned 
from the fields of theology, science, and literature, he laid all his attain- 
ments, with himself, at the feet of Jesus, and could say with Paul, 
“ This one thing I do for he was pre-eminently a man of one work. 
All his worldly interests, and all his studies — and he was a close, hard 
student as long as he lived — were subordinated to the one great business 
of his life, preaching Christ. 

He was, undoubtedly, one of the foremost theologians of his Confer- 
ence, his sermons being often models of clear-cut, striking exposition and 
logical argument, and delivered with the earnest, persuasive manner of 
one who speaks from a deeply felt personal experience, as well as by 
authority. He was, moreover, a man who had the courage of his con- 
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victions. He could have died for the truth, if necessary, but he could 
not have betrayed it. The one great master-passion of his life was loy- 
alty to Christ. 

He was a man of unaffected humility. He never overrated his talents 
or his influence, or his long services to the Church, or his piety. He 
never sought a place ; he never schemed for promotion or preferment ; 
he never spoke unkindly or uncharitably of any one. His character was 
open as the day and as transparent as the light, without guile and with- 
out hypocrisy. 

He was peculiarly happy in his domestic relations. Married October 
11, 1837, to Miss Sarah A. Hitt, whose honored patronymic will always 
hold a deservedly high place in the annals of American Methodism. 
They lived most happily together for forty-five years, while a family of 
two sons and six daughters grew up to honor their name and cheer and 
comfort them in the evening of life. Nothing could be more beautiful 
or touching than the unwearied constancy and tenderness with which the 
last days of this venerated man of God were soothed by the gentle 
ministries of filial love. 

During his last sickness, embracing a period of ten weeks, he suffered 
almost constantly, and sometimes very severely, and yet there was 
scarcely a moment of that time in which he was not in an exultant 
frame of mind. His characteristic sayings, his expositions of Scripture, 
his exhortations to his friends, his outbursts of holy joy, would fill a 
volume. He suffered greatly through his sickness from insomnia, often 
obtaining scarcely a moment’s sleep through the long and weary watches 
of the night. Once, after such a night of sleepless weariness, he said 
to his eldest son, Judge W. R. Warnock, “ I wish you were as happy as 
I am. It is a paradox — I am suffering; but 0,1 am so happy! If 
there is any one as happy as I am, I do n’t know who it can be. I tell 
you, my son, the Christian religion does pay, and if there were nothing 
beyond, the consolation in the winding up of life is enough.” 

One night he exclaimed, “We have nothing, 0 Lord, to give thee; 
but we can take Christ, and Justification, and the pardon of sin, and 
eternal life. Glory to God, when the doctors fail, we can go home and 
live 1” 

At another time, lifting his eyes to heaven, he said, “ Let me come, 

0 Lord ; if it be not presumptuous, let me come I” adding, after a mo- 
ment, “ 0 Lord, forgive my selfishness, to want to get away from suffer- 
ing and be at rest.” 

His passionate love for Christ was strikingly expressed when, on one 
occasion, he exclaimed, amid great suffering, “ Let glory come to Christ, 
though I be ground to dust, and be as nothing.” 

At another time he said, “ Children, my praying time is past; my hal- 
lelujah time is almost here. I am dying now, but I would not exchange 
places with one of you. God bless you all when I am gone 1 Keep 
Christ in your hearts. As for me, I have no fear. God converted me 
when I was a little boy, and called me to the work of the ministry, and 

1 have spent my life trying to save souls. I have been honest with the 
people. I have never been afraid to preach the truth, and I believe 
people like to have the plain truth preached to them, however bad 
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they may be themselves. Yes, there is a divine attraction about the 
truth,” 

Once, in the intervals of dreadful coughing and great difficulty of 
breathing, he exclaimed, “ Any way to Jesus, even through a whirlwind.” 
Referring to his ministry, he said : “ I have done the best I could, but 
the best of all is, God is with’ me.” 

A day or two before his death, he said, “ 1 know the Gospel is true. 
Mystery, mystery ! 0, the mystery of redemption ! But bless God, I 
know it is true. Ingersoll, Paine, and the devil must away. I know 
whom 1 have believed. Hallelujah !” 

One evening he pointed upward, exclaiming, as a smile of joy lighted 
up his face, “I see it — the gate is open — Jesus is standing there!” and 
then, in a quiet, subdued tone, he added, “ Finished — finished — finished.” 
His very last words were, “Jesus is my Savior!” and with this fitting 
final testimony on his lips, “ he was not, for God took him.” 



Rev. John W. Weakley, D. D. 



Rev. John AY. AA^eakley, D, D., was born near Carlisle, Pennsyl- 
vania, February 18, 1813, and he died at Mt. AYashington, Ohio, April 
30, 1882. He was converted during a revival in the Presbyterian 
Church in Carlisle, under the ministry of Dr. George Duffield, in 1831, 
and the same year he entered the preparatory department of Dickinson 
College. He began his collegiate education with the view of entering the 
ministry of the Presbyterian Church; but, finding that he could not 
conscientiously preach the doctrines of Calvinism, he united with the 
Methodist Episcopal Church. 

Leaving Dickinson, he entered Jefierson College, where he remained 
for three years, until the removal of his father’s family to Oxford, Ohio. 
Soon after that he entered Augusta College, where he graduated in the 
Summer of 1836. The next year he spent in teaching in New Rich- 
mond, Ohio. In the Fall of 1837 he was admitted on trial into the 
Ohio Conference and appointed to Ripley Circuit as junior preacher. 
After serving that charge about six months he accepted a call from In- 
diana Asbury University, and taught in that institution two years 
and a half. Returning to the pastorate and to the Ohio Conference, he 
was stationed at Lebanon in 1840; Springfield, 1842; Dayton, 1844; 
Morris Chapel, Cincinnati, 1846; Chillicothe, 1848; Columbus, 1850; 
High Street, Springfield, 1851. At the close of his second year in this 
charge he was elected president of the Springfield Female College and 
High-school, and remained in that position seven years. In 1860 he 
returned to the pastorate, and was stationed at Eaton. In the Spring of 
the next year he resigned his charge, and entered the army as chaplain 
of the Seventy-fifth Ohio Infantry. After eighteen months’ service in 
the army he resigned his chaplaincy on account of failing health. His 
next appointment was Franklin, and the next AA’^esley Chapel, Cincinnati. 
He then served four years as presiding elder of Xenia District, and the 
four succeeding years on Dayton District. His next and last charge 
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was Pearl Street, Cincinnati, where his health became so impaired that, 
at the next session of Conference, he was given a supernumerary relation. 

For forty years he sustained an effective relation to the Conference, 
nine and a half years in the educational work, one year and a half as 
chaplain in the army, eight years as presiding elder, and twenty-one 
years as pastor. In all these departments of labor he was faithful and 
successful. His thorough scholarship and his literary tastes and habits 
eminently fitted him for the work of an educator. His dignified manli- 
ness, his fiery patriotism, and his burning zeal for the welfare of the sol- 
diers fitted him for his arduous work as chaplain in the army. His 
power and attractiveness in the pulpit, and his general executive ability 
fitted him for a successful district administration of eight consecutive 
years. His able and well digested sermons, his fine social qualities, and 
his warm-heartedness in religious services were elements of success in 
his twenty-one years of pastoral labor. 

Success in the Christian ministry may be viewed in two aspects : 1st. 
Such a presentation of Gospel truth as will attract public attention, and 
deepen in the minds of the people their convictions of the truth of our 
holy religion, is one form of a successful ministry. In this respect Dr. 
Weakley was successful. He was an able preacher. His preaching 
attracted public attention, and tended to elevate in the estimation of the 
public the character of the Christian ministry and Christianity itself. 
2d. Such a presentation of divine truth and such an arrangement and 
appropriation of moral forces as will lead to the conversion of sinners is 
another form of success in the Gospel ministry. In this respect, too, Dr. 
Weakley was successful. In several of his charges he had gracious re- 
vivals. Hundreds of souls were converted under his ministry. In times 
of revival, especially, there was wonderful power in his prayers and ex- 
hortations. 

Whilst Dr. Weakley’s energies were chiefly employed in the special 
work to which he was appointed from time to time, he was always inter- 
ested in the general welfare of the Church. He was well informed in 
our Church history, and most heartily approved of that ecclesiastical 
polity established by the fathers. A departure from the old landmarks, 
such as the recent advocacy by some of our ministers of the doctrine of 
the third order in the Christian ministry, gave him much concern and 
anxiety. He thought he saw a tendency in the Church toward prelacy, 
and he deemed [it his duty to do what he could to counteract that 
tendency. 

The members of this Conference showed their approval of his views 
and their estimate of his ability to maintain them by electing him as one 
of their representatives in the General Conference of 1872 ; and the rec- 
ord of his votes and speeches in that body shows that there, as else- 
where, he was true to his convictions, and honest and frank in their ex- 
pression. It was his nature to be frank and outspoken. He was frank 
and free in his criticisms, but not coarse or offensive. Even his censures 
were gentlemanly and polished. They were the keen thrusts of the Da-^ 
mascus blade, not the torturing stab of a rusty sword. And they were 
not unchristian, but in harmony with the apostolic precept, to “ abhor 
that which is evil.” Dr. Weakley hated evil, because he loved goodnes 
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His love of good men was an ever-present force in his inner nature. 
Throughout the whole course of his life it was his aim and wish to be 
governed by the principle of love to God and love to man. Whenever, 
in his own estimation, he deviated from that principle, he humbled him- 
self in penitence and prayer, asking for a more constant divine support 
in the future. 

After sustaining a supernumerary relation for two years, in 1879 he 
was placed on the superannuated list, and continued in that relation until 
his death. During that year he removed to Mt. Washington, where, as 
his pastor testifies, he was a faithful attendant upon Church services, and 
a willing helper in all Church work so far as his health would allow. It 
was hoped that his freedom from pastoral cares and the healthful atmos- 
phere of the village which he had chosen for his home would tend to 
the improvement, if not to the restoration, of his health. But, despite 
all these favorable circumstances, his strength steadily declined. Last 
December, in Cincinnati, he had a fainting attack, which was a warning 
of the end not far distant. The Winter was spent in Covington, Ky., 
but in April he returned to his suburban home. He was then quite 
weak, and in a few days was compelled to take his bed, from which he 
never rose. His last days were full of peace. He talked calmly and 
cheerfully of the future. Again and again he said, “ It is all right ; it 
is all right.’’ The fear of death was quite removed, and he spoke with 
humble but sure confidence of his entrance into the celestial city. On 
one occasion he said, “It is wonderful how God sustains and cheers me!” 
This “ wonderful ” manifestation betokened a near approach to the heav- 
enly world, for, in a little while thereafter, his spirit “ swept through the 
gates, washed in the blood of the Lamb.” 

A devoted wife, a son, and three daughters survive, deeply sorrowing, 
but not as those who have no hope. 



Rev. John Barton. 

Rev. John Barton was born in Carrick-on-Shannon, Ireland, in the 
year 1818. His father was the Rev. King Barton, one of the senior 
members of the Irish Wesleyan Conference. In consequence of failing 
health, Mr. Barton removed in 1831 as a supernumerary preacher to 
Canada, where he died in 1834. Previous to the removal of the Barton 
family to America, young John, when not more than twelve or thirteen 
years old, was remarkable for his intelligence and Biblical knowledge. 
Some of the old historic preachers in those days, among whom was Gid- 
eon Ousley, famous as a scholar and minister of the Gospel, delighted 
to have him as a companion on the circuit. After the death of his 
father, young Barton pursued the study of medicine several years; then 
joined a party of students of law and medicine on their way to Texas, 
enlisted in the army during the Mexican war, and aided in establishing 
the independence of the “ Lone Star ” State. After the war closed he 
came north to Ohio, and soon afterwards united with the Methodist 
Episcopal Church. The precise time and place of his conversion can 
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not be given; but he gave such evidence of intelligence and ardent con- 
sistent piety that, in due time, the authorities of the Church licensed 
him as a local preacher. He grew in favor with God and man, and, con- 
secrating himself to the itinerant ministry, he was admitted on trial in 
the Ohio Conference in 1839, and filled the following appointments: 
New Haven, Ohio, 1839; Somerville, Va., 1840; Batavia, Ohio, 1841 ; 
Chillicothe, 1842 ; Milford, 1843 ; New Richmond, 1844 ; Union, 1845; 
Tremont, 1846; Camden, 1847-8. It was during his labors on Camden 
charge that a sad mental eclipse arrested his brilliant and useful minis- 
terial career, and his friends were sorrowfully compelled to commit him 
to the kind and benevolent care of the insane asylum near the city of 
Dayton. From this afflictive and mysterious providence Brother Barton 
never recovered, but continued a quiet and patient sufferer, spending 
most of his time in reading and absorbed thought, until it pleased God 
to release him from mental darkness, and with restored and unobscured 
mental power, transferred his soul to the effulgence of the spirit-land to 
“ behold the King in his beauty.” He died January 16, 1882, aged 64 
years. His mortal remains now sleep in Grace Church lot. Woodland 
Cemetery, Dayton, awaiting the “resurrection of the just.” 

Brother Barton naturally possessed a strong mind — was cultured by 
extensive reading and study. He evinced his ability and scholarship by 
an able work against Romanism. Under the inspiration of the Holy 
Ghost his pulpit ministrations were adorned with “ thoughts that breathe 
and words that burn.” He was truly an able and successful minister of 
Jesus Christ. 

The domestic life of Brother Barton was peculiarly happy, he having 
married April 4, 1843, Ruth, the eldest daughter of the late Rev. Michael 
Marlay, D. D., long an eminent and highly esteemed member of both the 
Ohio and Cincinnati Conferences. She who stood in the most sacred and 
endearing relation to our departed brother, says: “ The first six years of 
our wedded life Mr. Barton spent almost constantly at his studies and in 
writing, trenching upon the small hours of the morning; and when ad- 
monished of his need of rest, he would pleasantly say, ‘ Yes, in one mo- 
ment; but I must garner this thought before it is gone, for it might not 
come back again, and I can not afford to lose it.’ As a husband he was 
all that the most exacting heart could ask — tender, loving, and devoted. 
As a father, I never knew his equal. He idolized his three boys, of 
whom the two elder preceded him to that home where sorrow and sepa- 
rations are unknown. It is now thirty-three years since this terrible 
affliction settled like a pall over our household, and but for God’s good- 
ness I could not have lived and borne this crushing calamity and ex- 
hausting anxiety. I am still in the hands of the Lord, waiting submis- 
sively and patiently his own good time and pleasure.” 

May the divine Healer and Comforter graciously sustain the widow 
and remaining son, and finally bring them to a glorious kindred reunion 
in heaven. 



REV. JAMES KENDALL. 
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Rev. James Kendall. 



Rev. James Kendall was born in Perry County, Ohio, in 1823, and ' I 

died of dropsy March 2, 1882, aged about fifty-nine years. His parents 
were members of the Methodist Episcopal Church, and devotedly pious. 

Their example, instruction, and prayers, attended by the divine bless- 
ing, resulted iu the conversion of James when he was about twenty ' 

years old. 

Eagerness for education developed early. He made the best use he 
could of the books he had, and what he had not he borrowed — walking 
at one time eight miles and back in order to secure an English grammar, 
which he quickly and easily mastered. Impelled by thirst jfor knowledge, 
he formed, while young, habits of study and of patient, thorough investi- 
gation, which were of great value to him in mature life. His plans were 
laid for thorough classical training, and with that view he entered the 
Ohio Wesleyan University. Being, at that time, a licensed exhorter, he 
entered heartily into the work, studying by day and spending Sundays 
and many week nights with pastors in and around Delaware, and helping 
in their protracted meetings. ; 

Feeling that the ministry was his calling, he applied to the Ohio Con- 
ference, at its session in Springfield in 1851, was admitted and sent 
to Fremont Circuit, Michael Marlay, P. E., and Lorenzo D. Harlan preacher 
in charge. His Conference classmates in the English work were Wesley 
Dennett, Benjamin F. Morris, Samuel Sheeks, Jesse M. Robinson, Wm. 

Q. Shannon, Henry F. Green, Wm. Grange, David Mann, Isaiah F. Brod- 
rick, D. C. Benjamin, and Robert C. Fulton. King’s Creek was his next 
charge, with David Warnock as colleague. His third was North Lewis- 
burg, with Geo. W. Harris. From North Lewisburg he was sent to 
Wayne Street, Piqua. Thence to Mt. Auburn and Collins Chapel in 
1856. He subsequently filled the following charges: Williamsburg 

Circuit, 1857 ; Georgetown, Walnut Hills, Mainville, Piqua, Waynesville, 

Georgetown District, Hillsboro District, 1867-70; Yellow Springs, 1871. 

In 1873 he was transferred to the Ohio Conference, and served at the 

Third Street Church, Columbus, one year ; Whitney Chapel, Marietta, 

one year, and Marietta District three years. Feeling the need of rest, he j 

secured a re-transfer to the Cincinnati Conference, and retired to his home 

to recruit his strength. A vacancy in the pastorate of Hillsboro charge 

having been caused by the removal of Dr. Pearne to the Dayton District, 

Brother Kendall was, by unanimous request of the oflScial board, placed 
in charge of the work. Here he performed his last pastoral work and 
preached his last sermon. 

James Kendall was no ordinary man. Noble traits of character dis- 
tinguished him. He was unflinchingly firm for the right. Wrong he 
scorned and often denounced in unmeasured terms. He had sympathy 
for the afflicted and tender regard for the poor. Those who knew him 
best, know that his benefactions were frequent and large; yet, heeding 
the injunction, “ Do not sound a trumpet,” he permitted few persons to 
know what he gave. 
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Habits of intense study, and of patient, vigorous thought, made James 
Kendall prominent as a preacher. His sermons and addresses were full 
of original thought and forcible illustration. Such was the confidence of 
his brethren in his abilities, that he was chosen delegate in 1867 to rep- 
resent them in the General Conference of 1868 at Chicago. 

His fiiiling health broke down in April, 1881. He remained in Hills- 
boro until near the close of the Conference year, and was then taken to 
the old family home in Perry County. There he lingered on, suffering 
severely yet patiently, unable for months either to stand up or to lie 
down. At times he was cheerful, and sallies of native wit would elicit 
smiles from those who were ready to weep with sorrow for his sufiering. 
At other times, a longing for relief would extort from him expressions — 
not of impatience — but of hope that the end was near. 

Brother Kendall, speaking of Providence, said : “ In the light of that 

upper world we shall read what we do n’t understand here. Some angel 
may bring the book and open to the very chapter, so dark here, amid 
the radiance and brightness of that upper world. When I look at what 
God has done for me and for my friends, I am confounded and do n’t 
know what to say. We are to appear with Christ in glory ! The thought 
is oppressive! There are no figures we can use! Fortune, fame, power, 
life itself is sand! Nothing but religion satisfies the soul. No man is 
rich like the Christian ! What is all this world when a man lies down 
with the death-mists on him ? The world can take your farm, your bank 
stock, but can ’t take this wealth ! ” 

In one of his last letters he wrote : “ I shall be satisfied when I awake 

with thy likeness.” 

He had exalted views of the dignity, capabilities and possibilities of 
man’s nature. This is shown in the following quotation ; “ The natural 

son of God, when man had fallen, proposed to redeem him, bring him 
back, and give him an equal interest. This is why God has such an 
interest in man. It is not what you are to-day, but what God can make 
out of you. Can you tell me what man will be after countless ages? 
I feel to-day the dignity of man’s nature, and that I am to outlive the 
sun when his eye grows dim. I would n’t to-day change places with the 
tallest angel that burns around the throne. Man will be a grand being 
when God has finished him. We see man in his ruins. It would drink 
up all the joys of this life to think I would be finished when I get 
through.” 

Speaking of the future inheritance, he said : “ Mountains are there 

that an angel never climbed. My inheritance is not a world, nor a thou- 
sand worlds, but God himself. As we travel on the scenes are forever 
changing . After the sweep of ten thousand times ten thousand years, 
new stars will shine and new fountains break out at our feet. Heaven 
is a place of immortality. This underlies the whole theory of destiny. 
My existence is never to terminate — to live on, and on, and on — to be 
immortally happy. There old comrades and friends shall meet again, 
look each other in the face, and talk over the things of earth.” 

With such views we can not wonder that he should write in the midst 
of severe sufiering, with a trembling hand ; “A little while and then be 
introduced to the company above ! ” The introduction has begun. He 
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has been taken from the ranks of the Church militant, in whose conflicts 
he gloried. “ It will be a grand thing,” said he “ to live in the millen- 
nium, but it is a grander thing to fight the battle that brings it ! I shall 
want to come down to see the troops take the last stronghold ! ” 

He is no longer with us in the conflict on earth. He is with the host 
triumphant, with comrades who fell at their posts — bishops from whom 
he received his appointments, Morris, Janes, Ames, Thomson, Kings- 
ley, Clark, and Haven ; presiding elders under whom he served. Mar- 
lay, Mitchell, Reed, and Meharry ; colleagues who fought by his side, 
Harris, Roe, Merrick, and Warnock ; fathers in the ministry who encour- 
aged him in the strife, Charles and Arthur Elliott, Alfred M. Lorrain, 
Jacob Young, Leroy Swormstedt, Augustus Eddy, John Stewart, R. 0. 
Spencer, David Sharp, Henry Baker, Daniel D. Davidson, Charles W. 
Swain, Elijah H. Field, Wm. Routledge, Uriah Heath, Solomon How- 
ard, James B. Austin, Charles Lovell, Wm. H. Raper, John F. Wright, 
James B. Finley, Micah G. Purkhiser, Zachariah Connell, George W. 
Walker, W. I. Ellsworth, Joseph M. Gatch, Isaac I. Beal, Moses Smith, 
Joseph McDowell Matthews, J. Weakley, and George Crum. Brother 
Kendall is not among strangers. Scores of younger brethren in the 
ministry are there. Father, mother, brother, and sister have greeted 
him. Friends and acquaintances by the hundred have welcomed him. 

He wrote amid great suffering : “ When it is over I want to worship 
Christ and then rest a thousand years.” He does rest from his labors ; 
but heaven knows neither pain nor weariness; there is life, pleasures 
for evermore. 

Our brother delighted in the pulpit to speak of Paul and John, of 
Moses and Elijah, of Jerome and old John Huss, of Luther and Cran- 
mer, of Wesley, Whitefield, and Fletcher. Now he can see and converse 
with them. They are his companions and instructors in the history, 
science, and philosophy of heaven. He loved to dwell upon the nature, 
number, and ministry of angels. Now he is among them and like them. 

Memorial services respectful to his memory were held on the Sabbath 
following his death in the church at Hillsboro, and the large attendance 
attested the regard in which he was held in that whole community. 

“ I saw him in the evening, 

The sun was bending low, 

He ’d overtopped the mountain 
And reached the vale below. 

He saw the Golden City, 

His everlasting home. 

And shouted ‘ Hallelujah P 
Deliverance has come !” 



Rev. Hermann Luders.

The subject of this sketch was born in Neuhaldensleben, district of 
Magdeburg, Prussia, on the 16th of February, 1843. His father, Fred- 
erick Luders, was a merchant, and his mother, Jane Tasger Luders, was 
a devoted Christian woman. His parents being members of the Lu- 
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theran Church, Hermann was baptized in the Protestant faith and early 
indoctrinated in such lessons of truth as bore fruit in him after many 
days. During ten years of his childhood he attended the primary school 
under royal patronage in his native city, and at fifteen years of age fin- 
ished that course of study, holding the highest grade among his fellow 
pupils. After nearly two years he was admitted to the Royal Gymna- 
sium, of Halberstadt, where he remained for two years. 

Having conceived an irrepressible thirst for travel and adventure, 
Hermann went to England, where he began a course of commercial 
study, but at the request of his parents he soon afterward returned home. 
After a year’s obligatory service in the Prussian army and being freed 
from further duty in consequence of his excellent record as a pupil in 
the government schools, he went to France and afterward to Algiers. 
After a brief residence in Africa he went to the West Indies, and, after 
the lapse of some time came to Mexico, where he soon obtained an excel- 
lent position as overseer of several large estates. In this employment 
he remained for six years. At length he received letters communicating 
to him the fact of his mother’s death and other family afiiictions which 
touched a chord long silent in his heart and awakened in him a desire to 
return home. This he was unable to do, owing to the French blockade 
growing out the Franco-Prussian war. 

During this enforced delay he embarked his earnings in some business 
ventures which proved unsuccessful in consequence of a renewed out- 
break of civil war in Mexico. During this enforced delay he devoted 
himself to the teaching of music, and subsequently he determined to go 
to the United States. He was detained for a few days in the city of 
Orizaba, and casually entered the little upper room where, at that time 
the services of our mission were held. In conversation with the mis- 
sionary he learned that a teacher was needed for the mission school. 
Brother Liiders felt impelled by an inner voice to offer his services for 
that position. He was employed at a very small salary and at once threw 
himself with all his energy into the evangelical work in that city. His 
early instructions came back to his memory, he became interested for 
his own salvation, sought and experienced the peace of God and the 
renewal of the Holy Ghost. He soon began to participate in the serv- 
ices of prayer and exhortation. This took place in the early part of the 
year 1875, and it was at this time the writer first made his acquaintance. 

Toward the close of the year 1875 he was transferred to Puebla and 
enrolled among the first students of the theological school then opened 
under the direction of the writer. He made rapid advancement and 
after two, years of study, during which he also afforded most valuable 
assistance in various departments of mission work, he was admitted on 
trial to the traveling ministry, elected deacon by the North Carolina 
Conference, and ordained by Bishop Merrill on the 13th of Feb- 
ruary, 1878. From that time he has been fully identified with the Mex- 
ico Mission as one of its most active and useful laborers. 

He was subsequently received by transfer into tlie Cincinnati Confer- 
ence, and by that body admitted into full connection and elected to elder’s 
orders in 1879. He received his second ordination at the hands of 
Bishop Harris on the 23d of February, 1880. 
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From this time till his death he was in sole charge of the Puebla iJ 

Mission, together with the Boys’ Orphanage. His labors were character- 
ized by indefatigable industry and faithfulness to the minutest details of 
the mission intrusted to him. He watched with the solicitude of a t 

father over the interests of the children committed to his care. The ' 

natural severity of his character became tempered, Its- the months went 
by, with almost womanly tenderness. He denied himself necessary rest P 

and sleep and labored hir beyond his strength. 

For two years past he had been suffering from what at last was known i 

to be an organic defect in the heart. For many months he concealed his 
weakness and sufferings from his friends, refused any respite from his [; 

toils, and labored on, hoping against hope. At length the closing days [ 

of last October brought with them utter inability to resist the attacks of 
disease, and accepting the substitute provided for his work' he came to 1 

the City of Mexico, seeking medical assistance. After weeks of suffer- : 

ing, alternated with occasional gleams of hope, his physicians reached i 

the conviction that he could not recover under the conditions inseparable 1 

from so great an elevation above the sea level as that at which this city 
lies. He therefore went to Orizaba, where he was most kindly received | 

and tenderly cared for by Rev. George S. Umpleby and wife, mission- 
aries in that city. Here he remained about three weeks, constantly j. 

sinking lower until 'there remained no hope of recovery. Brother \- 

Liiders seemed then to feel an overmastering desire to return to the scene } 

of his labors that he might die surrounded by the children who had I 

been so long the objects of his unremitting care. 

On Friday, January 13th, though scarcely able to support himself upon 
his feet, he insisted upon returning to Puebla, where he arrived in an 3 

almost dying condition. The two days following he seemed to rally a ^ 

little from his extreme fatigue, but on Monday declined again. On Tues- 
day morning, while attended by two of his pupils, he expressed a desire f 

to rise, but while in the act of so doing, suddenly rested his head upon ^ 

the shoulder of one of those he had so faithfully loved, saying: Will 

be done.^' He was laid upon his bed, and in a few moments expired. 

When asked on one occasion during his illness, if the Savior was pre- 
cious to him, he answered: “0 yes, I am ready to depart.” Once 
again, when he was addressed in a similar inquiry, he said : “ Yes, I am 
just waiting for him to call me. I know that all is from his hand.” < 

The death of this noble worker in our ranks made a deep impression 
upon the community in which he had so long labored. The funeral serv- 
ices, under the direction of Revs. J. W. Butler and S. W. Siberts, were 
attended by a large concourse of people, among whom were some promi- 
nent citizens and residents of the city of Puebla. 

He rests from his labors, but his works do follow him. We have lost 
one of the most faithful and useful of our co-laborers in the Master’s 
work; but we rejoice in that one glorious trophy of divine grace granted f 

to this mission has been transferred to heaven.

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Rev. Charles Kalbfus. 



Rev. Charles Kalbfus was born in Baltimore City in the year 
1807. He descended from religious parents, was early taught the doc- 
trines of Christianity, and received a liberal education. He was one of 
a family of ten children. His mother lived to see eight of her children 
brought into the fold of Christ. 

Brother Kalbfus was converted at a camp-meeting in Maryland when 
but a boy of twelve years, and at that time he became a member of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church. His Christian life was of such a char- 
acter that at the age of nineteen years he entered the ministry, and be- 
came a member of the old Baltimore Conference. In this Conference 
he preached with great acceptability at various points in Maryland and 
Virginia. 

After a number of years of faithful and earnest labor he located for 
a while, on account of throat disease, but during the time of his location 
he continued to preach whenever he was able and opportunity was af- 
forded him. In 1860 he was readmitted to the same Conference, and 
remained a member of that body until transferred to the Cincinnati Con- 
ference in 1864. In this Conference he filled the following appoint- 
ments; Ripley, two years. Here he had a glorious revival, holding a 
meeting in which over two hundred were converted. The whole town 
felt the gracious influence of the revival. New Richmond, two years; 
Williamsburg, two years. Here also the Lord greatly blessed his labors, 
and many were added to the Church. Bethany, two years ; Tremont, 
three years; Venice, two years. 

Brother Kalbfus was successful in all his appointments, in winning 
souls and building up the cause of Christ. He was an efiicient and sys- 
tematic agent in every department of Church work, and was faithful to 
every trust committed to his hands. He was an able preacher. Hun- 
dreds and even thousands were converted through his instrumentality. 
He never refused to go to his appointments, but always found happiness 
in encouraging the hosts of Israel to go forward. He was superannuated 
at the session of the Conference in Xenia, September, 1877. As a 
preacher. Brother Kalbfus was clear, pointed, and earnest. Sound in 
doctrine, full of pathos, believing most emphatically in the Holy Ghost 
and in spiritual power. 

On the afternoon of May 10th this faithful Christian minister passed 
from labor to reward. The funeral services took place on Friday, May 
12th, at 10^ A. M., in the Methodist Episcopal Church at Yellow Springs, 
Ohio. A large congregation assembled to pay their last respects to this 
departed father in the ministry. After the choir had sung the appro- 
priate hymn, “Jesus, lover of my soul,” prayer was offered by Rev. C. W. 
Ketcham, D. D., of Central Church, Springfield, 0. Scripture lessons 
were read by Rev. W. N. Brodbeck, of St. Paul’s Church, Springfield. 
The funeral sermon was preached by Rev. Chas. F. Gowdy from the 
text, “Blessed are the dead,” etc., Rev. XIV, 13. The services at the 
cemetery were conducted by Rev. W. H. Sutherland, D. D., pastor of the 
Church at Yellow Springs. 
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Brother Kalbfus was married when quite young to Miss Mary Ann 
Bowman, eldest sister of Bishop Thomas Bowman. He was the father 
of five sons and two daughters. Both daughters died in infancy. One 
son, a lawyer in Pennsylvania, preceded his father but a few months to 
the better land. Four sons still remain, one of whom, Bev. Charles H. 
Kalbfus, is a member of the Cincinnati Conference. 

In 1852 our brother lost the dear companion of his youth, and after 
eight years, in 1860 was married to Miss Lavinia Beall, the bereaved 
widow who now realizes the great loss of his companionship. 



Mrs. Arza Brown. 



Mrs. Arza Brown, widow of the Rev. Arza Brown, formerly of the 
Cincinnati Conference, died Tuesday morning, February 21st, at the resi- 
dence of her daughter, Mrs. Isaac R. Hitt, of Evanston, 111., after an ill- 
ness of only two days, at the ripe age of eighty-four. Her life has been i 
long, laborious, eventful, and remarkably useful. Of fine natural endow- 
ments, of more than ordinary culture, of lofty Christian character, she 
has faithfully used the talents given her in glorifying God, and in bless- 
ing mankind. In four closely written volumes she has left the record of 
a remarkable life. These journals cover a wide period of more than 
seventy years. Upon every page they reveal a life wholly consecrated to 
God, eminently successful in Christian work, fully alive to all that con- 
cerned her family, her Church, and her country. They reveal a thought- 
ful mind, studious habits, intimate acquaintance with history, theology, 
and the original languages of Scripture. They reveal, moreover, a 
serene, undimmed faith in God, and a wonderfully rich and deep ex- 
perience in divine things, and also a life of varied and constant Christian 
activity. 

iNTrs. Brown was born in 1798 in Oppenheim, N. Y., and for years the 
home of her grandfather, Elihu Hyde, was a preaching-place of the 
Methodist itinerant. She was converted at eight years of age, under a 
sermon preached by Rev. Elijah Woolsey. Her growth in the Christian 
life was steady, and her journal records her intense enjoyment of the 
love-feasts, quarterly-meetings, camp-meetings, and the remarkable scenes 
of spiritual power she witnessed. During her school life she manifested 
great diligence in the acquisition of knowledge ; she never ceased her 
habits of study. In 1817 she entered upon the career of teacher, and 
for thirteen years taught with great success, seeking not only to train the 
intellects, but to labor for the conversion of her pupils. She writes : “ In 
1825 I taught school in Canfield, Ohio, and pursued my studies with dili- 
gence. I made great improvement in studying the Hebrew language. Dr. 
Charles Elliott assisted me very much in reciting and translating the Di- 
vine Word from the original. I learned to understand the five Books of 
Moses more perfectly, especially ceremonial law; I rose early in the 
morning, and by economy I could study four hours a day, teach six hours, 
and read two hours. Thus my time was profitably employed, and I was 
very happy in my daily labor.” In 1830 she was married to Rev. Azra 
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Brown, of the Cincinnati Conference. They were sent to some of the 
most important appointments in the Conference, and at each one of the 
eighteen charges they served there was great success in saving souls. 
Their last charge was West Indiana Street, Chicago, where they served 
from 1858 to 1861. At the close of their term here they went South to 
labor in the Christian Commission, Mrs. Brown receiving a special com- 
mission as delegate. For nine months she moved among the hospitals, 
ministering to the sick, comforting the dying, pointing all to the Lamb of 
God. In one of her monthly reports she states, “ I have this month 
spoken with twelve hundred soldiers about their souls.” 

She had hardly returned home from her work in the Christian Com- 
mission, when she consented to go South and teach the freedmen. For 
nearly three years she continued in this work, with a heart full of 
motherly sympathy and tenderness for these poor people. Natchez and 
Vicksburg were their centers of labor. In Natchez she taught three 
hundred and seven women and girls the rudiments, instructed them in 
household matters, and strove to lead them to Christ. In no place does 
the nobility and beauty of her character stand out more clearly than in 
her work in the South. 

In 1869, her husband passed triumphantly home. She records on her 
seventy-fifth birthday: “lam seventy-five years old to-day. Seventy- 
five years I have been an inhabitant of this world. My Heavenly 
Father has been very merciful to me from my earliest recollection to the 
present time. He has gently guided my footsteps in the paths of right- 
eousness and peace. He has made known to me his pardoning mercy, 
regenerating grace, and sanctifying love. This love, this heavenly love, 
I sensibly realize in my soul to-day — that I am an heir of God, through 
Christ, to a heavenly inheritance. I know I must soon pass away from 
this world. I feel my soul is washed in the blood of Jesus. I am 
made every whit whole, and prepared for immortality and an eternal life 
at God’s right hand. I am saved by grace, through faith in Christ. I 
know my end is drawing near; I am looking at death. Death! thou 
king of terrors, a terror to all kings ! and yet it is the gate to endless 
joy, and shall I fear to enter there?” She has entered. She has gone 
from us. She has not died, but has been translated. She had prayed 
that her work might cease suddenly, without a lingering sickness. Her 
prayer was granted. Wednesday evening she was at her place in prayer- 
meeting in her usual health. Friday morning a slight chill was experi- 
enced, and ere the sun arose Sabbath morning, February 19, 1882, she 
had gone home. Her mind was clear to the last, but utterance was diffi- 
cult. She passed away in great peace. For seventy-six years she was 
a follower of Christ, and maintained a well-balanced and decided Chris- 
tian character. 



Mrs. D. L. Aultman. 

Mrs. Ollie Chaney Aultman was born near Hillsboro, Ohio, De- 
cember 27, 1856, and died in New Richmond, Ohio, December 6, 1881, 
aged 24 years 11 months and 19 days. 
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In her eighth year she was happily converted to God in the old Quaker 
Church in Martinsville, Ohio, and joined the Methodist Episcopal Church 
under the ministry of Rev. A. D. Raleigh. k 

From her earliest recollection she was taught to love the means of 
grace, and from the date of her conversion until the day of her death f, 

she was found in the class-room whenever her strength was sufficient to • ! 

enable her to be there. T 

She was united in marriage with Rev. D. Lee Aultman, of the Cincin- ; 

nati Conference, September 3, 1874, and was always deeply interested in | 

the great work to which, in the providence of God, she felt herself 
called. She was a great sufferer all her life, and especially within the 
last few years of her life. In the midst of her deepest sufferings, and 
often when not able to raise her head from her pillow, she would say to 
her husband: ‘‘Go to your appointments; the Master will take care of p 

me.” Her last sickness was prolonged, continuing from May until De- 
cember. Throughout the extreme suffering of this period she was never \ 

heard to murmur, and often was heard to say, “It is all right.” 

During the first year of her residence in New Richmond, the South- 
ern Ohio Holiness Association held a two days’ meeting, in which she ! 

became deeply impressed with the necessity of entire sanctification, and 
on the night of the 11th of February, after the close of the evening 
service at the church, while seated at the organ in the parsonage learn- [ 

ing the song, “Have you been to Jesus for the cleansing power,” the :■ 

Savior most wonderfully sanctified her soul. From that day until she ; 

went into glory she was one of the happiest Christians on earth. | 

Early in the morning of December 6th it became evident that she could ; 

not remain long on earth. For some time she was delirious, but at four 
0 clock in the morning she awoke out of her delirium and said to her I 

husband : “Jesus told me at four o’clock that I would go in the morn- | 

ing.” Still thinking her delirious, he said to her, “I hope not,” to | 

which she replied: “I am all right now; I know what I am saying; it j,: 

is impossible for me to get well, and I would rather die than live and I 

suffer as I have been suffering.” J 

She then disposed of all her property, giving her watch and chain to ! 

her husband, requesting him to wear them as long as he should live. [ 

She also said for him to keep her organ, expressing the wish that when- 1 

ever he should sit down to play upon it he would remember her. Again, i 

she said to her husband: “Preach the Gospel; you are doing the best [ 

you can; go right on with your meetings, and do not allow my death to 
interfere with your plans for work. Tell the members of the Church, ' 

one and all, to meet me in heaven.” After this she sent messages of 
love to her mother and three sisters, requesting them all to meet her in 
heaven. She called her physician to her side and said: “Doctor, you 
have done all for me that could be done; now meet me in heaven.” 

She said her two darling babes, one of whom had left her six years 
before and the other of whom was to be buried with her, “ had come to 
meet her at the gate.” Then, addressing her husband, she said : “And [ 

I’ll be waiting at the gate for you.” At last, without a struggle, she ? 

passed away, exclaiming, “Jesus is right here. He is parting tbie waters [ 

for me, and I am going through on dry land.” j 
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By special request Rev. W. I. Fee, her presiding elder for three 
years, preached her funeral sermon in the church of which her husband 
was pastor, at New Richmond, Ohio. 

A funeral sermon was also preached by Rev. A. W. Tibbits, at Mar- 
tinsville, Ohio, where her remains were laid to rest in the beautiful 
cemetery. 

“We shall sleep, but not forever, 

There shall be a glorious dawn ; 

We shall meet to part, no never, 

On the resurrection morn.” 



Mrs. W. P. Jackson. 




Maggie, wife of Rev. W. P. Jackson, was the daughter of James and 
Lettie Richards. She was born near Georgetown, Brown County, Ohio, 
July 12, 1840; embraced religion and united with the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church at Old Eden, in the Winter of 1857, under the labors of 
Revs. A. P. Dunlap and J. H. Middleton. 3Iaggie was married to her 
now bereaved husband November 27, 1868, and immediately entered 
upon the duties of an itinerant minister’s wife by going with him to the 
Holston Conference, to which he had been transferred at the earnest 
request of Bishop Clark. The toil to which she gave herself, and pecul- 
iarly exciting state of society in that country then, were too much for 
her physical strength, and after three years Bishop Scott believed it to 
be an imperative necessity for them to return to Ohio, and re-transferred 
them to the Cincinnati Conference, in hope that Mrs. Jackson would 
regain her health. This was in part accomplished, but the foundation 
had already been laid for an attack of typho-malarial fever, from which 
she died. Mrs. Jackson’s religious life was never exultant, yet she was 
always hopeful, trusting confidently in Christ in the darkest hours. The 
three years preceding her death were the most trying of all her life, yet 
she never murmured nor complained. When her husband would falter 
and be ready to halt, she always had a word of cheer, often saying, 
“ God will bring us out of all this and abundantly reward us. If the 
cloud does not break during this life, it will be bright in the life to 
come.” As a wife she was kind and affectionate ; as a mother, she was 
careful and painstaking, almost to a fault. 

She thought until near the end of her last sickness, which embraced 
a period of six weeks, that she would finally recover ; but on Saturday 
night before her death she became convinced that she could not get well. 
She then called her husband, and little children to her bed and said to 
them, “ I must leave you, but I am going home.” She then kissed them 
all and bade them each good-bye. In response to an inquiry made by 
her husband, she said: “0, I am saved — fully saved'' This she re-‘ 
peated several times. Soon after this she began to sing — 



“ O, I see Jesus in his splendor, 

And the bright angels coming, too.” 
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Thus resting in Christ, on Monday morning, August 28, 1882, as the 
clock struck five, she sweetly fell asleep in Jesus, and joined the innu- 
merable company of the first-born around the throne of God. 



Mrs. Mary S. Cross. 

Mart S. Bickwell was born March 7, 1842, at Great Bend, Meigs 
County, Ohio, and she was married on the 8th of October, 1869, to the 
late Rev. G. J. Conner, of the Cincinnati Conference. Brother Conner’s 
wife proved herself to be the worthy associate of her devoted husband in 
the work of the ministry. Her mind was of a high order, her tastes were 
cultured and refined, her social qualities were excellent, her religious 
experience was clear and convincing. Beloved by the lowly, appreciated 
by the good, the agreeable companion of the refined, all circles were 
open to her presence and blessings. 

Her last illness was short, but her severe sufferings were borne with 
Christian fortitude and resignation. She endured as seeing the invisible 
objects of her faith and hope. She proved that Christ is able to keep 
those who trust in him. During her last sickness she requested her 
pastor to read the twenty-third psalm, following which she exclaimed ; 
“The Lord is my shepherd ; lam trusting in Jesus.” Twelve hours 
before her departure, in reply to a question, she exclaimed : “ Oh, yes, 

Jesus is precious, Precious Jesus! precious Savior! ” 

In our sister’s case was found a striking illustration of the value of 
early piety, she having been converted at Chester, Ohio, under the min- 
istry of the Rev. E. Sibley, of the Ohio Conference, when thirteen years 
of age. 

By the death of Brother Conner, our sister was early left a widow. 
On the 7th of January, 1878, she was joined in second marriage at 
Hillsboro, Ohio, to Mr. D. B. Cross, with whom she lived in happy 
Christian fellowship until the end of her life. 

The death of Mrs. Cross occurred at Oak Grove, Ohio, on the 7th 
of March, 1882, the day of her departure being the fortieth anniversary 
of her birth.
